Gay Baseball Great 
Glenn Burke Dies at 42

Funeral services were held in Oakland on 
Monday, June 5 for former professional baseball 
player Glenn Burke, 42, who died on May 30 of 
complications related to AIDS. 

Burke died two days after he was hospitalized 
at Fairmont Hospital in San Leandro. 

During his four year major league career with 
the Oakland Athletics and the Los Angeles 
Dodgers, Burke had a .237 batting average and 
played in 225 major league games, according to 
Reuters news service. 

While playing center field for the Dodgers, 
Burke came out in a 1978 interview with the mag¬ 
azine Inside Sports. A short lime later, after con¬ 
siderable national notoriety, he was traded to the 
A’s 

He retired from the A’s in 1979, but changed his 
mind. After an injury during training the following 
spring, he was assigned to the minors and retired 
from baseball for good. 

In interviews about his baseball career, Burke 
spoke of the intense homophobia and anti-gay 


prejudice he encountered - from pressure by a 
manager to get married while he was with the 
Dodgers, to taunts of “faggot” by then-Oakland A’s 
manager Billy Martin. 

“I never hung out with my teammates,” Burke 
told a New York Times reporter in 1984. “No one 
would say anything to me. And I got used to the 
fag jokes. You heard them everywhere. I knew who 
I was, I was no sissy. I was a man. 

“It just so happened that I lived in a different 
world. 

Well known in the Castro neighborhood before 
he was signed to the majors, Burke became active 
in the gay softball league and played for many 
years for the Pendulum Bar team after his retire¬ 
ment. 

A year before he died, Burke’s mother Alice 
said that the prejudice and hatred Burke received 
in the majors took its toll on her son. 

“That was his life, baseball, from a child up. 
They weren’t very nice to him after all that. He 
ended up on drugs. I don’t feel he was treated very 
well by Billy Martin. I don’t think that man could

Gay leaders say recent news 
reports of a runaway boy’s jour¬ 
ney to the Bay Area show the 
true homophobic bias of the 
news media and federal law 
agents. The story that a San 
Francisco male mailed a bus 
ticket to 16-year-old Daniel 
Montgomery of Maple Valley, 
Washington, prompted a 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
probe and garnered much local 
and national media coverage. 

The facts of the case, as orig¬ 
inally presented, were that the 
San Franciscan was an unidenti¬ 
fied “older man” who used the 
Internet name Damian Star, who 
“lured” the boy across state 
lines; an FBI spokesman 
acknowledged that Star was 
being investigated for possible 
violations of the federal Mann 
Act, which prohibits the inter¬ 
state transportation of minors 
for sexual acts. 

Both the media and the 
investigators were later sur¬ 
prised to learn Star is himself 
underage - and, according to 
the Seattle Times, was kicked

Callers who profess a partic¬ 
ular religious bent are harassing 
and threatening staff members 
at KOFY 20, because the televi¬ 
sion station plans to film the 
1995 Pride Parade “A World 
Without Borders” as a 25th 
anniversary salute to the gay 
and lesbian community. Karen 
Provenza, promotion director at 
the San Francisco television sta¬ 
tion, confirmed to the B.A.R. 
that after KOFY announced it 
would broadcast the parade, 
someone initiated “some kind of 
phone tree” among people com¬ 
mitted to harassing the station 


out of his house for being gay. 

“He’s just like me,” 
Montgomery told Times 
reporter Susan Byrne. 

“The individual alleged to 
have enticed Montgomery down 
here from the Seattle area is a 
juvenile,” FBI spokesperson 
George Grotz told the Bay Area 
Reporter Tuesday. So the results 
of our investigation have been 
sent to Seattle for a decision,” 
Grotz said. 

Grotz declined to release 
Star’s identity, age, or neighbor¬ 
hood of residence to the B.A.R. 

“At this point in time, all I 
can say is we have identified the 
individual known as Damian 
Star and he is a juvenile,” he 
said. 

A Star on-line 

Montgomery and the San 
Francisco teen originally made 
contact in a gay chat room on 
America On-Line, a Virginia- 
based computer information and 
communications service. AOL 
terminated Star’s account for 
“sexual solicitation” and coop¬ 
erated with law enforcement 
officials after it learned of

and threatening economic 
reprisal. 

After the calls took on the 
appearance of an organized 
campaign, Provenza said, the 
station began keeping track of 
the calls: thus far there have 
been 120 opposed to filming 
and broadcasting the parade, 
and only 15 in support. 

So far the callers have 
included two women who 
claimed to be “reformed” les¬ 
bians - who said they had now 
found “the right way with God” 
and called homosexuality 
“demonic,” Provenza said.

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Mondelli 
Files Civil 
Suit Vs. 
Freeman, 
UCSF, SFGH

Mario A. J. Mondelli, 
through his attorney Jon E. Hill, 
has filed a civil suit against 
Dean Alton Freeman, M.D., the 
City and County of San 
Francisco, and the regents of 
the University of California. 
His suit stems from what he 
alleges was an unprovoked 
attack by Freeman last July that 
left him with multiple wounds 
from a camping ax. 

While no dollar amount is 
specified, the suit asks for gen¬ 
eral damages according to 
proof, special damages accord¬ 
ing to proof, interest, cost of the 
suit, “other and further relief 
deemed proper by the court and 
punitive damages according to 
proof.” It also asks for loss of 
income based on Mondelli’s 
earning capacity. 

The Superior Court suit, 
filed May 1, also holds respon¬ 
sible 75 other “John Does” who 
will be named eventually in 
what promises to be a long 
drawn-out legal battle. The next 
legal move - considered routine 
- is a status conference on the 
case, set for September 29 at 
8:30 a.m. 

Freeman now faces a 15 
count criminal action, an action 
by the California Medical 
Board to revoke his license, and 
the civil suit - which claims the 
UC San Francisco/San 

Francisco General Hospital- 
employed psychiatrist

SF Activists Back 
Thalidomide as AIDS 'Treatment 

Buyers Club to meet with FDA about possible deal

Bay Area AIDS activist Jeff 
Getty appeared on the CBS tele¬ 
vision program 60 Minutes 
Sunday, June 4 to discuss what 
he believes is a promising anti- 
AIDS treatment, but after view¬ 
ing the program he said he was 
disappointed it was just a “hit 
piece” against the drug he was 
advocating, thalidomide. 

Thalidomide was banned a 
generation ago by the federal 
Food and Drug Administration, 
when it was discovered women 
who took it as an anti-depres¬ 
sant during pregnancy gave 
birth to babies with severe birth 
defects. The images of those 
children, usually bom with flip- 
per-like limbs, shocked the 
nation and caused the FDA to 
set up a stricter drug testing 
apparatus. 

Three decades later 
researchers have discovered uses 
for thalidomide beyond its anti¬ 
depressant effects, and an 
increasing number of activists 
believe it can counter TB- and 
AIDS-related wasting syndrome. 
They want to see it treated as any 
other promising therapy, but say 
its notorious history (and the 
humiliating blunder it still repre¬ 
sents for the FDA) has led to the 
agency’s reluctance to reason¬ 
ably consider it. Getty said the 
60 Minutes piece illustrated the 
problem - and worsened it. 

Although correspondent 

Leslie Stahl had interviewed 
Rockefeller University 


researcher Gilla Kaplan about 
her proof of the therapeutic 
value of thalidomide in fighting 
leprosy, and leukemia patient 
Mona Martin told of rebounding 
from her deathbed after taking 
it, the bulk of the piece was 
devoted to images of people 
who had been born with birth 
defects caused by thalidomide. 

“It was a sensationalistic 
piece,” Getty told the B.A.R. 
“CBS really made a freak 
show.” But he acknowledged he 
had expected as much after see¬ 
ing that people with birth 
defects were heavily featured in 
the televised promos for the 
piece. 

Where can I get 
thalidomide? 

Even so, Getty said, when he 
spoke with the producer of the 
piece the day after it ran, he 
learned “the phone was ringing 
off the wall. 

“And she said all the callers 
were asking the same thing: 
where can I get this drug?” 

Several San Francisco PWAs 
already know the answer to that 
question: the Healing 

Alternatives Foundation, a buy¬ 
ers club in the Castro, began dis¬ 
tributing thalidomide June 2. 
FDA representatives and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate are scheduled 
to meet this month to hash out 
an agreement on the subject, 
according to Matthew Sharp, 
the foundation’s managing 
director. Distribution to late 
stage AIDS patients through 


buyers clubs is important. Sharp 
told the B.A.R ., because even if 
thalidomide received immediate 
FDA approval it would take 
another seven years to become 
commercially available. 

Sharp added that the daily 
maximum dosage is much 
cheaper than most AIDS wast¬ 
ing syndrome treatment pro¬ 
grams. “That’s part of what’s so 
encouraging,” he said. 

Virge Parks of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate told the B.A.R. 
that, even if the FDA were to 
give approval, female late-stage 
AIDS patients would be barred 
from any clinical trials since the 
drug is a known cause of birth 
defects. 

The fear that women with 
AIDS might take the drug and 
have deformed babies was given 
too much credence by 60 
Minutes , Getty said. Part of the 
segment had profiled a Brazilian 
woman with leprosy who took an 
unprescribed dose of her hus¬ 
band’s thalidomide, with tragic 
yet predictable results. Getty said 
stricter dispensing rules and bet¬ 
ter patient education in America 
would make it unlikely that 
would happen here. “We are not 
exactly a Third World country 
here,” he told Stahl on-camera. 

“Are we going to deny hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people in 
the late stages of AIDS the 
chance to survive?” he asked. 
“There are a lot of drugs that are 
dangerous to pregnant women, 
and they’re not banned in the 
United States.” T 


Lambda Letters Tops 100,000 
Letters; Seeks New Members

An independent, non-profit lobbying group based 
in Northern California, the Lambda Letters Project, 
has brought the voice of the people - gay people - to 
elected officials and leaders in private industry. 

According to Boyce Hinman, administrator of 
the project, more than 100,000 letters stating pro¬ 
gressive attitudes on women’s issues, 
lesbian/gay/bisexual issues, AIDS/HIV issues, and 
issues of concern to people of color have been 
generated and delivered since Lambda Letters 
began in 1989. 

Each month, the project’s newsletter provides 
information on legislation, and includes sample 


letters on current subjects. Lambda collects the let¬ 
ters and delivers them to legislators and other pub¬ 
lic officials. The organization now has members in 
39 of California’s 58 counties, and is recruiting 
additional members. 

There are no dues or fees to participate; 
Lambda Letters Project is financed solely by con¬ 
tributions and by fundraising events during the 
year. There are no paid employees and all work is 
done by volunteers. ▼

GALA Plans Pre-Parade Party 
To Celebrate 20th B’day...Sort Of

For the first time in over a 
decade, a united Latino/Latina 
group will march in San 
Francisco’s 1995 Freedom Day 
Parade - “World Without 
Borders” - under the historic 
banner of GALA (the Gay 
Latino Alliance). To celebrate 
the new invigoration of the 
organization, GALA will mark 
the 20th anniversary of its 
founding at a pre-Pride Parade 
party next Thursday, June 15. 

“Twenty years ago, gay 
Latinos and lesbians in San 
Francisco, San Jose, and the 
East Bay formed GALA to fight 
racism and homophobia and to 
build a sense of familia,” orga¬ 
nizers of the party and parade 
contingent said. The group had 
disbanded for a time, but its 
members now say they’re back 
in greater numbers, with 
renewed vigor and vision. 

GALA was founded in 1975 
but was officially disbanded in 
1982, according to Rafael 
Moral, one of GALA’S currently 
active members. Moral said the 
organization had now 
“regrouped,” but had not yet for¬ 
mally reorganized. Jose de 
Leon, one of the organization’s 
original founders, told the 
B.A.R., “We’re trying to get 
some new blood.” 

The organization was defi¬ 
nitely the first of its kind for 
gay/lesbian Latinos and Latinas 
in Northern California, accord¬ 


ing to Jesus Barragan, and per¬ 
haps the first in the nation. “We 
were the pioneers in the Spanish 
speaking gay community,” said 
Barragan, another original mem¬ 
ber. Then, seven years later, 
“The feeling was that we did 
what we set out to do” so mem¬ 
bers disbanded GALA. Now, he 
and other gay and lesbian 
Latinos and Latinas believe, it is 
time to get reinvolved. 

All the proceeds from 
Thursday night’s fundraising 
party at El Rio, located at 3158 
Mission near Cesar Chavez 
Street (formerly Army), will be 
used to make a video documen¬ 
tary of GALA’s history and cul¬ 
tural impact on San Francisco. 
A $5 donation at the door will 
be requested, and a beef and 
chicken fajitas buffet will be 


optional at $3. 

Augie Robles and Valentin 
Aguirre, who co-directed the 
video Viva 16 about the lives of 
young gay Latins on 16th Street, 
will also be asked to do the docu¬ 
mentary on GALA, according to 
Barragan. He said the fundraiser, 
which runs from 7 p.m. to mid¬ 
night, and the subsequent film 
will serve as “a memorial tribute 
to those that have died.” 

Barragan credited the group 
Proyecto Contra Sida por Vida 
with unlimited support for the 
event and possible reorganiza¬ 
tion of GALA. “We could not 
have done it without them,” he 
said. ▼

KOFY’s owner and president Jim Gabbert told 
the B.A.R. the station would not back off from 
filming the parade. 

Feeding homophobia 

Gabbert said he is convinced “Homophobia 
is alive and well,” not only across the nation, but 
right here in San Francisco. “And hate radio has 
contributed,” Gabbert said, specifically naming 
KSFO and Gordon Liddy. 

“All of a sudden it’s feeding them hatred,” he 
complained, observing that “Pat Robertson is 
making a fortune on homophobia,” as are other 
members of the religious right who cobble 
together television clips to create videos of the 
parade “making it look like Sodom and 
Gomorrah.” 

KOFY 20 intends to portray the community 
as making a positive contribution with a happy, 
carnival atmosphere. Some “serious and signifi¬ 
cant” one-, two-, and three-minute spots will be 
interspersed in the parade broadcast, he 
promised, to show the work done by groups 
such as Project Open Hand, for example, plus 
an interview with the mother of a teenage boy 
from Walnut Creek who committed suicide 
because was rejected and ridiculed for being 
gay. 


Gabbert said he expects the harassment tac¬ 
tics to increase as the Pride celebration 
approaches. Lately the station has run dignified 
spots about the event, calling attention to “The 
Gay Freedom Day Parade on television - It’s 
about time!” with photos from previous parades 
and comments such as “I’m proud to march 
with my lesbian daughter.” 

No beer with KOFY on Gay Day 

Gabbert was also critical of “a lot of closet 
advertisers [who are] reluctant to take a stand,” 
particularly of some beer companies who are 
after the macho work force limiting their adver¬ 
tising dollars to safe bets. 

“They don’t want the general market to know 
they are supporting the gay community,” he 
said. “They try to reach out, but put it in reverse 
and back off real fast” when the heat is on. 

Despite the advertising losses, and the signif¬ 
icant costs of filming with a production truck 
and five cameras plus crews and staff, Gabbert 
told the B.A.R., “We’re pleased to be doing it.” 

In retrospect, Gabbert observed, filming and 
broadcasting the Pride Parade has proven to be 
“a gutsy thing to do.” He said he will co-host the 
show - and while he is hoping for the best, he is 
preparing for the worst. 

“They’re crazy,” he said of the far right. 

“They no longer have the Communists to 
blame for everything so the homosexuals make 
a convenient target.” T

A nyone who thinks it isn’t a 
crime to be gay in San 
Francisco, or at least a 
shame, must have slept 
through the recent 
media’s frenzy over possible sexual 
exploitation of American youth by 
older gay lecher internet users. 
Even Bay Area media, who should 
know better, went wild on the sub¬ 
ject after a kid from Seattle ran 
away from home to be with a new 
San Francisco friend he met on¬ 
line. 

The dailies’ adjectives got so 
lurid they sounded like the worst 
excesses of Barbara Cartland or 
Robert Dole: the Examiner's 
“prowling through the internet” was 
our favorite phrase, which sounds 
as though slimy masturbating per¬ 
verts can crawl through phone lines 
directly into the bedrooms of hap¬ 
less boys. Only the subsequent dis¬ 
covery that the “older” fella was 
also a minor has apparently kept the 
prowling forces of censorship and 
homophobia from rounding up and 
interrogating every queer who’s 
ever been into a gay chat room. 

(It may be necessary to explain 
here that the service links thousands 
of computers together so users can 
browse through reference works, 
play games, or - most popularly - 
discuss whatever they feel like, 
either in large “lobbies” or in small¬ 
er “rooms” that members establish. 
Rooms created by AOL subscribers 
have include topics like “f4f- 
nomen,” “TampaF4submissiveM,” 
and a perennial favorite, 
“str8M4str8M,” but they also 
include “Christianfellowship” and 
“OklahomaCityAftermath” - con¬ 
versations people have face to face 
and over the phone millions of 
times each day.) 

The best description of chat 
rooms is still “CB radio with typ¬ 
ing,” and just as CBs - remember 
them? - were sometimes used to 
initiate sex with truckers (and other 
CB owners who pretended to be 
truckers), AOL and the rest of the 
computer services are occasionally 
used to snare sex with fellow com¬ 
puter owners; can anyone doubt that 
Morse code and semaphore have 
also been used for similar, um, 
ends? Fortunately no one ever 


rushed through laws to make CBs 
or semaphore flags illegal. The 
problem, we fear, is that the internet 
may not fare as well. And its con¬ 
tinued survival is very important. 

It’s important to remember that 
when this country’s founders guar¬ 
anteed a free press, they meant to 
protect more than the actual print¬ 
ing device. What they were also 
saying was that we must protect 
even those printers who churned out 
the least popular things imaginable, 
using the device capable of spread¬ 
ing their controversial views to the 
greatest number of people. 

In other words, what the printing 
press was, the internet is now, and if 
the drafters of the Constitution had 
known it was going to be invented, 
you can bet your last byte they’d 
have specifically protected it, too. 

Like the GOP’s efforts to shut 
down public television and all pub¬ 
lic arts programs, the drive to limit 
the expanse of the internet is very 
much a gay issue. Each of those 
media are capable of broadening 
the horizons of users’ viewers - and 
in this present atmosphere, that is 
frightening to conservatives. A half 
century ago Nazis bricked up ghet¬ 
tos to keep their future victims 
from knowing too much of what 
was immediately beyond their 
nearest window. Nowadays that 
would be more difficult to do with 
physical bricks, but the walls the 
right is determined to build are 
inspired by the same concerns that 
prompted Germans to fence in their 
Jews. 

And that’s why we must fight 
efforts to limit the ’net and shut the 
NEA and PBS: knowledge is 
power; and like every other curren¬ 
cy that’s worth anything, the far 
right would like to keep it all to 
themselves. It’s up to us to make 
sure they don’t. 

Finally, at the risk of sounding 
anti-sex ourselves, we have to say 
we’ve noticed that the chat rooms 
with the sexy names are a lot more 
popular with the gay community 
than the ones devoted to politics. 
Pity. Our enemies are racing down 
an information superhighway - do 
we really have the time to spend 
hanging out in the rest stops? ▼

In Praise of Brats

or several weeks I have read, with 
mounting exasperation, reports in the gay 
and mainstream press about the disrup¬ 
tion of Project Inform’s tenth anniversary 
dinner by AIDS activists on May 5, 1995. 

Project Inform’s “institutionalization” as one 
of the most mainstream (in the worst sense of the 
word) AIDS organizations in the country is 
symptomatic of the disturbing erosion of grass¬ 
roots AIDS activism, not just in San Francisco, 
but nationally. We’ve settled for the belief - 
widely advertised by large AIDS service organi¬ 
zations like PI - that activist “insiders” are doing 
us all a world of good. But maybe we ought to 
rethink that assumption. Maybe “insiders” and 
“activists” have jobs that are mutually exclusive. 

I’m sure it’s swell, for example, that Martin 
Delaney is best pals with Tony Fauci (and Robert 
Gallo, and the rest of the big boys). But remem¬ 
ber activism? Remember when Larry Kramer 
called Tony Fauci a “Nazi”? Remember when 
any self-respecting activist would have cringed 
to think that an organization that serves people 
with AIDS and HIV would honor someone like 
the director of the foot-dragging, money-gob¬ 
bling NIAID? Has the AIDS treatment and 
research situation improved so dramatically that 
we need no longer be wary of the medical estab¬ 
lishment and its aristocracy? Yes, perhaps we 
have to work with them, but must we sleep with 
them as well? 

PI has accepted large contributions from 
pharmaceutical companies, including 
Burroughs-Wellcome, for years. Given that, was 
no one dismayed when longtime PI Board mem¬ 
ber Joel Thomas was recently added to 
Burroughs’ HIV Community Advisory Board? 
(Funny how you don’t hear much from PI any¬ 
more about BW’s AZT price-gouging.) Strikes 
me as a pretty good reason for a little disruption. 

Finally, there’s the DNCB issue: The ACT 
UP/Golden Gate representative, who attempted, 
in his May 18th B.A.R. column, to distance his 
group (the good activists) from those unruly 
DNCB Now! and ACT UP/San Francisco folks 
(the bad activists), demonstrated an irony that 
should be clear to anyone whose memory 
extends beyond the last 15 minutes. What’s 
essential about street activism is that, as part of a 
system of checks and balances, it counteracts 
complacency and gratuitous respect for authori¬ 
ty. Once upon a time, Project Inform happily 
engaged ACT UP members as its own personal 
Rottweilers, using them to threaten demonstra¬ 
tions and bad press if drug company officials did¬ 
n’t toe the line. Now, it seems, PI thinks it is 
beyond the scrutiny of activists it can’t control. 

What is most maddening about the response 
to the zap is that Delaney and Project Inform 
refuse to take responsibility for the fury and frus¬ 
tration they’ve created - through sheer elitism 
and strong-arm strategies of their own - among 
DNCB activists. By attacking the “tactics” and 
“personalities” of DNCB activism, PI has man¬ 
aged to avoid scrutiny of its own agenda (Pi’s 
widely touted community-based trial of DNCB 
is a sham) and has disregarded one of the most 
popular and least expensive HIV-related treat¬ 
ments available. (Between DNCB Now! and 
Healing Alternatives Foundation, some 200 
DNCB kits are sold or given away free each 
month in the Bay Area. In other words, more 
people have “tested” DNCB over the last several 
years than were ever enrolled in the trials that 
resulted in the release of AZT.) Collecting data 
on the individuals who use DNCB would be one 
of the most beneficial tasks a group like Project 
Inform - which aggressively championed rib¬ 
avirin and Compound Q in its “community- 
based” past - could perform. 

Ultimately, the question of whether DNCB 
Now! (or any other activist group) should or 
shouldn’t have disrupted Pi’s anniversary dinner 
is a red herring. The real question is whether 
we’re going to let powerful, mainstream AIDS 
organizations be the death of activism. 

Maybe ACT UP/San Francisco members are 
raucous renegades. Maybe DNCB Now! activists 
are a bunch of tantrum-throwing brats. But not so 
long ago the “brats” and “renegades” in our com¬ 
munity were anyone who demanded attention to 
AIDS or who insisted that the status quo wasn’t 
good enough. If some AIDS groups have now 
aligned themselves with the status quo, that’s all 
the more reason to make sure they have a hard 
time eating their supper - even when that supper 
costs $125 a plate. ▼

The debate 

on the age of consent 

In response to a letter from Burton Weiss, who 
asserted that man-boy sex is not at all the same as 
man-man sex, Thomas Crocker wrote that he is 
“tired of hearing ignorant or dishonest gay men 
deny the traditional place of youthful sexuality in 
the gay community.” (Letters, May 18.) Crocker 
added that “to deny the traditional place of 
man/boy love in the gay community is to deny the 
traditional place of the gay community in the 
greater society.” 

If by “tradition” Crocker means that sex 
between adults and children of the same sex is or 
should be more common or more accepted than 
sex between adults and children of the opposite 
sex, I’d say he’s wrong. Furthermore, does any 
practice or attitude merit support simply by virtue 
of its being “traditional?” Most gay people I know 
aren’t wild about the “traditional place of the gay 
community in the greater society,” marked as it is 
by secrecy, oppression and violence. 

If Crocker thinks age-of-consent laws are 
wrong, or the age of consent is too high in the U.S., 
he and like-minded individuals face a tough debate 
with the many people, gay and straight, who dis¬ 
agree. Certainly, that debate should not be silenced 
or ignored simply because it is uncomfortable for 
some. However, because homophobes continue to 
perpetuate the myth that homosexuals molest (or 
seek to molest) children, those of us who work for 
equal rights for lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender people are wise to emphasize the distinc¬ 
tion between such rights and the right of adults and 
children to have sex with one another.

About the present 
cause celebre 

Kudos to ACT UP/Golden Gate for the very 
insightful and thoughtful treatise concerning the 
ACT UP/San Francisco action on May 5 at the 
10th anniversary celebration of Project Inform. 
(What they were celebrating is far beyond my 
intelligence.) 

Never have I seen the position of AIDS, Inc. delin¬ 
eated more clearly than by ACT UP/Golden Gate. 
Political correctness is their thesis, and they weaved 
their tapestry beautifully around it. It is almost spiri¬ 
tual to see the banner of drug activism being passed 
from the original activists of ACT UP/NY to the pre¬ 
sent supporters of this erroneous paradigm.

The present cause celebre is to attack those that 
propose boosting the defective cell-mediated 
immune (CMI) system in AIDS. The AIDS, Inc. 
attack focus is the political correctness of ACT 
UP/SF and DNCB Now! And, to state that there is 
no science behind DNCB, a proven CMI booster, 
only shows the gross ignorance of the “drugs-into- 
bodies” activists. These misguided souls are noth¬ 
ing more than drug company trailblazers for high¬ 
ly toxic and immunosuppressive antiretrovirals 
that suppress cellular immunity. 

Italo Calvino, in the following quote from 
Invisible Cities, expressed the differences between 
the “drugs-into-bodies” activists and the “immune- 
booster” activists quite beautifully.

The first results easy for many peo¬ 
ple: accept hell and become part of it to the point 
that you will not see it any more. The second way 
is risky and requires continuous attention and 
learning: find out and recognize what, in the mid¬ 
dle of hell, does not belong to hell, and help it to 
last and give room to it.”

The difference 
between ACT UPs 

The Commentary article in your May 18th issue 
on the ACT UP groups certainly helped clear up 
some ongoing confusion. Through this article I 
understood that there are a number of different 
ACT UP groups and they are quite different in 
their approach to dealing with the AIDS crisis. 

Over the past few years, as an HIV positive per¬ 
son and as a doctor dealing with patients with 
AIDS in my practice, I had attended forums spon¬ 
sored by ACT UP and had read a number of arti¬ 
cles written by and about this group. I have always 
been impressed with ACT UP’s consistent dedica¬ 
tion to getting new and cutting-edge AIDS therapy 
information out to the community. 

Therefore, it was with great surprise when I 
read in your May 11th issue that an “ACT UP” 
member had disrupted a Project Inform dinner. I 
now understand that ACT UP Golden Gate, the 
group that I have long been impressed with, had 
nothing to do with that disruption. I myself have 
used DNCB and have met with people who 
espouse this as the “ultimate solution” to AIDS. 
But I cannot agree with the DNCB-NOW group’s 
single-minded solution to a very complex disease. 
I also take objection to their renegade use of the 
name “ACT UP.” 

ACT UP Golden Gate, on the other hand, seems 
to be a truly dedicated group of individuals who 
have pursued the latest in medical knowledge con¬ 
cerning AIDS on a consistent, ongoing basis and 
have been committed to getting this information 
out to the general public. 

ACT UP Golden Gate has been great at pre¬ 
senting information in a thorough yet comprehen¬ 
sible manner. I have personally gained a lot of 
understanding of the complex relationships 
between the FDA, drug companies, the medical 
establishment and the patient. I have found their 
willingness to confront the FDA and drug compa¬ 
nies as both courageous and important in changing 
the overall climate of drug accessibility. I congrat¬ 
ulate ACT UP Golden Gate on their past work and 
thank them from the bottom of my heart for all the 
important work they have done to advance the 
medical care for people with AIDS!

History off Arlo 

Political reporter Wayne Friday suggests that 
everyone in “our community” should vote for Arlo 
Smith because he and his wife walked the 
precincts for Harvey Milk. ( B.A.R . 5/18) 

Friday’s attempt to rally gay progressive votes 
for Smith is at best disingenuous. Harvey Milk 
earned respect as a political activist and a defend¬ 
er of civil rights. Harvey Milk would no doubt con¬ 
demn the treachery, abuse of power, and infringe¬ 
ment of civil liberties that have earmarked the 
DA’s Office since Smith’s ascent to power. 

Does Friday suggest that Milk would condone: 

Firing 20-year veteran of the DA’s Office and 
Chief of Homicide Prosecutions Bill Fazio the day 
he announced his candidacy for office against Mr. 
Smith. Fazio has filed a federal civil fights viola¬ 
tion lawsuit naming Smith and the City of San 
Francisco as defendants in his politically motivat¬ 
ed termination. 

Hiring political consultant John Whitehurst to 
run Mr. Smith’s fifth re-election campaign. 
Whitehurst was at the center of an investigation by 
the Special Prosecutions Unit of the DA’s Office 
for orchestrating a political “hit piece” against two 
liberal S.F. Supervisors. When Supervisor Terence 
Hallinan (one of the targets of the hit piece) made 
repeated requests for Mr. Smith to proceed with 
the prosecution of the suspects. Smith responded: 
“I only prosecute politicians for serious felonies.” 

Refusing to prosecute city bureaucrats, politi¬ 
cians and their friends even when presented with 
irrefutable proof of theft and wrongdoing, such as 
medical examiner Dr. Boyd Stephens, who 
deposited checks made payable to the City of San 
Francisco into his own private checking account, 
or the sweetheart plea bargain arrangement given 
Angela Alioto’s friend, Peter Roland, after he 
swindled San Francisco residents out of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, or bargaining with the Anti 
Defamation League, allowing them to pay $75,000 
to avoid prosecution for illegally obtaining police 
records and spying on “radical groups” such as the 
Harvey Milk Club and ACT UP. 

Mr. Friday - who is a District Attorney’s inves¬ 
tigator, sits on the Police Commission and is the 
B.A.R. political editor - commenting that Mr. 
Smith is “one of the most decent people in public 
service” says much about current San Francisco 
government and politics from the inside.

Bacon and eggs 

The story goes that once upon a time, the pro¬ 
fessor asked the students to prepare a paper regard¬ 
ing the differences between “Committed” and 
“Involved.” The next day, while returning the 
papers to the class, the professor admitted that she 
was quite frankly dumbfounded by one student’s 
paper, which merely had the words “bacon & 
eggs.” She called out the student’s name and asked 
for an explanation. “It’s quite simple,” the student 
replied: “in the case of the eggs, the chicken was 
merely involved. But in the case of the bacon, the 
pig was definitely committed.” 

We have examples of commitment and involve¬ 
ment right here in our own community: 

Commitment: 

The other night while alighting MUNI at Castro 
Station, I stumbled across the grand opening of 
Noah’s Bagels on the Castro. Noah, the founder of 
Noah’s Bagels, was seemingly pontificating typi¬ 
cal public relations rhetoric, etc. However, upon 
listening more carefully, the sincerity and commit¬ 
ment truly came across. What contributions had 
already been and will be made to benefit AIDS- 
related organizations, their recognition of the need 
for local businesses to “give back” to their sup¬ 
porters, acknowledgment of the heinous emotional 
impact on the community, and that collectively, 
this goodwill will bring a ray of hope to the dread 
AIDS crisis. He also added that bread in many cul¬ 
tures has always been the symbol of life. The spark 
of life that Noah presented was genuine commit¬ 
ment and refreshingly positive. 

On the other hand, Involvement: 

Yesterday, a friend of mine and I went to S & C 
Ford. My friend has resigned himself to the fact 
that he needs to sell his auto due to health condi¬ 
tions, and to pay for unpaid medical bills, pre¬ 
scriptions, rent, etc. Upon entering the showroom 
with the automobile, our salesperson recalled the 
conversation my friend had telephoned earlier 
regarding his unfortunate circumstances. After 
merely glancing at the car with an associate, he 
told my friend that his car was “trashed” and 
offered an amount slightly above scrap value. 

Aside from minor dings and normal paint wear 
and tear, the car has a new transmission, is 
mechanically sound, with the interior being in 
excellent condition. The disparity was thousands 
below the current Blue Book retail worst condition 
quote. Our salesperson and his associate never 
started the engine, or even looked under the hood. 
“It will cost a couple of thousand dollars to bring 
up the value,” they claimed. When we asked, “Your 
cost or our cost?” our salesperson proceeded to 
insult our intelligence by saying that it doesn’t 
matter. He claimed that the S & C Body Shop 
makes no money, which of course is absurd. 
Following our salesperson’s and his associate’s 
Machiavellian responses, our salesperson stood up 
from his desk, gave us an icy “good-bye,” turned 
his back and walked away exchanging offensive 
slurs with his associate. 

This is barely involvement. Token gay advertis¬ 
ing and/or gay-related donations are merely line 
items on an obligatory operating plan, something 
that will generate business by fraternizing the local 
gay community. 

In summary, my friend was not looking for a 
special deal because of his personal crisis. He sim¬ 
ply expected to be treated with respect, dignity, 
and above all, honesty. The insults, indifference, 
and ensuing rude behavior was unnecessary and 
unacceptable. It will be most interesting to see if 
B.A.R. prints this letter at the risk of losing a spon¬ 
sor’s very reliable advertising dollars.

Outing AIDS 

In his May 25th letter to the B.A.R., Mark 
Fisher expresses concerns about the prominent 
mention of “AIDS” on flags, signs, and a banner at 
the new AHP Castro Center, which opened in April 
in the old BofA building. He wonders: “Did any¬ 
one think to ask if this display of the constancy of 
AIDS in our lives is a good idea? Did anyone think 
to ask about the fear that such imagery may have 
on passersby and residents?” Mr. Fisher’s concern 
about the enormity of AIDS in our community is 
reasonable, but we at the AIDS Health Project 
believe his wish to shroud the word will fail to 
achieve his goal of protecting the spirit. 

We agree that the mental health of gay men, les¬ 
bians, and the whole Castro neighborhood is close¬ 
ly entwined with the epidemic, and particularly for 
gay men, identity is often linked in an uncomfort¬ 
able way to HIV disease. We do not agree, howev¬ 
er, that the appropriate and healthy response to this 
situation is to erase AIDS from the face of the 


Castro or from the consciousness of the communi¬ 
ty. On the contrary, we expressly seek to assert this 
relationship in no uncertain terms. It is only by 
acknowledging AIDS - ironically a task that some 
in the community have been loathe to accept - that 
we can put the epidemic into proper perspective, to 
pay it attention appropriate to its magnitude with¬ 
out allowing it to define us either as individuals or 
as a community. 

Prominent signage is most obviously about 
making it easy and safe to access HIV-related ser¬ 
vices. While everyone seems to acknowledge the 
importance of these services, over the past decade 
we have succeeded in hiding them. It’s time for 
HIV-related services to come out in our communi¬ 
ty: People dealing with HIV disease should be able 
to view this display as a visible affirmation of the 
support they deserve from the community. 

Will such a prominent display turn away some 
people? Possibly. Long years of reticence - 
inspired by discrimination and fears about confi¬ 
dentiality - have led most of us to assume that 
silence is golden. While we at AHP respect and 
understand this response, we question whether it is 
a healthy one. We challenge the community to 
make its support audible. If we can’t say the word 
“AIDS” in the Castro, how can we expect our 
President to say it in Washington? At the same 
time, we at AHP do our utmost to ensure our 
clients’ confidentiality and join with the communi¬ 
ty to continue to advocate for the enforcement of 
strong anti-discrimination laws. 

By demystifying AIDS - by outing it - we offer 
each other permission to talk about it, and as 
importantly, permission to set boundaries around 
it. By saying the AHP Castro Center is the home of 
the AIDS Health Project, we let people know that 
this is a place where they can talk, where they can 
get their needs met, where they can confront their 
demons, and where they can let them go. 

The AIDS Health Project’s Castro Center is 
notable not simply because it is the first HIV-relat¬ 
ed multi-service center in the Castro, but also 
because it is the first HIV resource to announce its 
relationship to AIDS on its facade. If this facili¬ 
tates an exchange of opinions about HIV services, 
about living in the heart of an epidemic, about 
grief and loss and anger, this is good. I truly thank 
Mr. Fisher for his thoughtful comments and invite 
the community to follow his lead and continue to 
talk about the place of AIDS in our lives.

I know I’m not alone in my reaction as others 
have expressed similar feelings to me. I just say to 
the organizers, “Please don’t lose sight of the pur¬ 
pose of this event and the meaning and importance 
so many of us attach to it.”

Even more than Roberta 
Achtenberg, Supervisor Angela 
Alioto probably has the most to 
lose with Brown’s declaration; 
many were quietly predicting a 
Jordan-Alioto December runoff

until Willie got into it. Alioto is 
already sending as many politi¬ 
cal hard punches to Willie 
Brown’s midsection as she can, 
and although some of Brown’s 
supporters are saying that 
“Alioto and Roberta are no 
longer factors in this thing,” this 
four-way race for mayor will be 
a free-for-all barn burner, if 
nothing else. 

Brown strategists are sure 
that Jordan already has a spot in 
the runoff locked up; they fully 
expect to see the mayor as their 
December opponent and will 
likely pretty much ignore 
Angela and Roberta. But will 
Achtenberg and Alioto be con¬ 
tent to merely attack the Jordan 
administration and overlook 
Willie? Alioto, in particular, has 
already indicated that this is not 
the case. 

My outlook for this race? 
With all the “maybe I will; 
maybe I won’t” publicity that 
Willie has generated the past 
couple months, he is probably 
the current front-runner. 
However, after being slimed by 
his opponents on everything 
from referring to the mayor’s 
job as a “hobby” to the millions 
he has collected from lobbyists, 
the other three candidates could 
very well turn the standings 
around by November. 

Frank Jordan will not hand 
over the keys to Room 200 with¬ 
out a fight. A longtime powerful 
union official commented to me 
Thursday night at a police din¬ 
ner at the Irish Cultural Center 
that “if every voter could have a 
ten minute one-on-one with 
Frank Jordan, the guy would 
win hands-down. He’s one hell 
of a nice guy.” 

Compare Frank Jordan’s 
low-key, nice-guy manner with 
the high-flying, outgoing man¬ 
ner of Willie Brown - one that 
even his friends will admit bor¬ 
ders on arrogance at times - and 
we have two candidates who 
seemingly couldn’t be more dif¬ 
ferent. No one plays the politi¬ 
cal game better than Willie 
Brown, but after taking the pub¬ 
lic battering that’s bound to 
come his way from all sides, 
this contest is definitely not 
going to be a cakewalk for the 
man who would be mayor. 

“Willie hasn’t been in a real 
campaign for over 20 years,” 
commented one Jordan support¬ 
er. “He will soon find out that 
going to society parties, being 
constantly mentioned in Herb 
Caen, and being constantly seen 
at Stars will not be enough to 
defeat Frank Jordan.”

Superstar Sharon Stone, 
speaking at an American 
Foundation for AIDS Research 
fundraiser held during the 
Cannes Film Festival last week, 
made a fan out of me (and sure¬ 
ly, many others) when she told 
the overflow crowd of movie 
celebs from around the world 
that she had very recently lost 
her “best friend,” a gay man, to 
AIDS. Stone begged for the 
resources to “defeat this horri¬ 
ble disease that has taken many 
of my good friends.” The actress 
suddenly broke into tears and 
sobbed loudly as she pleaded for 
money at the auction/dinner, 
saying, “I have lost too many I 
love. We all have. We simply 
must do more.” The crowd of 
several thousand fell to a com¬ 
plete hush as Stone, near col¬ 


lapse, said, “I’m sorry, but I 
can’t take this anymore.” 
Crying, she quickly left the 
stage. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, 
Senator Jesse Helms, FOB 
(Friend of Beelzebub), is once 
again targeting a federally fund¬ 
ed AIDS prevention and treat¬ 
ment program. Helms, one of 
only four senators to vote 
against the Ryan White 
Comprehensive AIDS 

Emergency Resources Act in 
1990, is now fighting the bill, 
which is up for its five-year 
reauthorization. The bill pro¬ 
vides for $3.6 billion to be spent 
on AIDS programs from 1996 to 
2000. But Helms’s office says 
the anti-gay Republican objects 
to the cost, among other things. 
The North Carolina senator 
charges that the bill makes more 
money available to people with 
AIDS than to victims of cancer 
or heart disease, although fewer 
people die from AIDS. Helms 
also said last week, while dis¬ 
cussing the proposed bill, that 
“most people with AIDS, homo¬ 
sexuals and intravenous drug 
users, could have avoided it by 
modifying their behavior.” 

The Quote of the Week is 

from the always quotable (just 
ask Herb Caen) Willie Brown 
on his upcoming mayoral run 
for the roses: “/ intend to run a 
positive campaign. I want to get 
away from the spin doctors. The 
public should see each candi¬ 
date in all their glory.” Has Jack 
Davis heard this? T

Will field

T he first softball practice 
of the year always 
reminds me of Mark 
Twain’s Life on the 
Mississippi. Twain wrote of how 
the riverboat captains he 
admired knew the river by heart, 
every bend and shallow and 
snag. But each spring they had 
to amend the maps in their 
heads, as the winter storms and 
spring run-offs changed the con¬ 
tours of water, sand, and trees. 

The first trip of the spring was a 
time for adjusting they way they 
navigated Old Man River. 

Bodies can be like rivers, 
working just a little differently 
each spring. Practicing for a 
new season means adjusting the 
batting stance; shading to the 
left or right, forward or back in 
the field. The first practices and 
games call for decisions about 
one’s entire approach to the 
game, finding the new feel of a 
familiar groove. This is a great 
opportunity to hear the rhythms 
of life as reflected in the body, 


which means to learn a little 
more about one’s self. 

Since my ballplaying has 
migrated from weeknights 
toward weekends over the past 
few years, this spring was to have 
meant weighing competitive 
focus against more time for hik¬ 
ing and travel. Then fate stepped 
in. First, the nucleus of my 
women’s team failed to hold in 
the wake of having mistaken our 
last tournament of ’94 for the 
Dyke Drama World Series (and 
what a time for so many players 
to have career series). Then came 
a nasty eye injury and two 
months of recovery, meaning 
semicorrected vision. For the first 
six weeks, my vision changed 
from day to day, my corneas 
quivering like Wile E. Coyote 
after missing the Roadrunner and 
hitting the rock wall. 

This, of course, made it diffi¬ 
cult to go out and impress a new 
team enough to get picked up. 
Some friends on a co-ed team 
said, sure, they had a spot. I hit 
well the first game, but felt frus¬ 
trated - and worried. 


In time, my eyes settled 
down to the point where one 
pair of glasses worked, though 
with enough parallax to make 
the diamond look slightly unre-

al. I reached the point of hitting 
consistently, which meant the 
welcome return of that feeling 
of relaxing into a sense of my 
capabilities: not pushing myself 
to perform, or thinking too 
much, but letting nerves and 
muscles reflexively do what 
we’ve learned together. I could 
trust my body again, which 
meant I could give myself over 
to play, to letting myself per¬ 
form beyond what I might think 
are my limitations. I play ball 
for just that exhilaration. 

Clueless comments 

In many sports, like the 
sports women play, perfor¬ 
mance often relies less on brute 
strength or size than the correct 


performance of a bodily maneu¬ 
ver: the “mechanics” of a play. 
When the proper mechanics 
become a reflex, athletes can do 
powerful things that feel really 
good. When training, focus, and 
emotional intensity combine to 
produce a good play, especially 
in a crucial competitive situa¬ 
tion, it’s a major thrill. That’s 
why I saw the “clueless” sign 
flash when I read of CBS golf 
analyst Ben Wright’s reputed 
comments that lesbians were 
ruining women’s golf by mak¬ 
ing it a “butch” game. 

With all due respect to the 
Scottish side of the family, it’s 
hard for me to think of golf as a 
particularly “butch” game. I’m 
not sure I could name a more 
mechanics-intensive sport - but 
that translates into beauty and 
grace. If Wright believes lesbians 
(instead of homophobia) are an 
obstacle to the LPGA tour’s 
growth (and more opportunities 
for female athletes), he can only 
be thinking of image. The move 
away from glamour-shot LPGA 
calendars? The popularity of the 
Dinah Shore weekend? If women 
golfers are suddenly booming 
their tee shots like never before, it 
can only be the result of better 
mechanics or better mechanics 
combined with a wee bit of 
weight training for strength 
(which differs from training for 
bulk). Is it that some women’s 
drives are rivaling men’s, despite 
the handicap of “boobs”? 

The defiant ones 

Wright was quoted as saying 
that lesbianism on the tour “is 
not reticent. It’s paraded. 
There’s a defiance in them the 
last decade.” Defiance? 

I only hope so. It’s past time 
to be fed up with the pressure to 
be a hetero pin-up to play what¬ 
ever game one loves so passion¬ 
ately (which athletes do). “Not 
reticent” sounds to me like “not 
closeted” and “paraded” like 
“not going out of their way to 
hide.” Someone who has sup¬ 
ported women’s golf for 40 
years must surely know good 
women the closet has damaged. 

I keep coming back to the line 
about “going to a butch game.” 
What the hell does that mean? 
Enjoying physical exertion? 
Enjoying making the complicated 
maneuvers synchronizing strength 
and precision, and not caring how 
we look (especially while we’re 
learning them)? If that’s what 
makes someone (or her game) 
butch, I should be one mean old 
daddy by now, not a half-preppie, 
half-sultry lipstick lesbian. 

Nonetheless, there is, in that 
enjoyment of jumping into one’s 
body as though into a sports car 
to see what it can do, a trans¬ 
gression against conventional 
limits on how (and how much) 
women may enjoy our bodies. 
We’re supposed to enjoy our 
bodies for their visual esthetics, 
especially as judged by the male 
gaze. (Yes, sports fans, it’s 
Deconstructionist Happy Hour 
at the Three Dot Lounge.) Is it 
“butch” to care more about our 
play than how we look playing? 
(And dahling, they play 
mahvelous! Okay, so they look 
mahvelous, too.) 

“The lessons of sports” are, 
traditionally, teamwork and fair 
play. For women, they include the 
joy of physical activity, and the 
pride and confidence that brings. 
Seeing women learn thrills the 
lesbian heart - and should thrill 
the heart of everyone who claims 
to love women. T

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Shrinking access

^||P hanks to a recent move 

I by Viacom Cable, tele¬ 

vision viewers in San 

™ Francisco will be get¬ 

ting less public access and more 
shopping excess. Viacom 
intends to eliminate approxi¬ 
mately ten hours per day of pub¬ 
lic access and public service 
programming. The air time will 
be filled, instead, with more 
hours of “home shopping” from 
the Quality Value Channel 
(QVC). 

Viacom has attempted to 
deflect criticism by claiming that, 
under the new plan, cable viewers 
will also be provided with 
expanded coverage of the 
California Channel (a State ser¬ 
vice offering gavel-to-gavel cov¬ 
erage of the California 
Legislature). But Zane Blaney, 
Executive Director of the non¬ 
profit Community TV 
Corporation (CTC), is not con¬ 
vinced by the Viacom ploy. 
“Don’t be deceived,” Blaney cau¬ 
tions, “This is about Viacom 
crunching as much commercial 
channel space on the cable system 
to enhance its chances of selling 
the Viacom Cable Division. This 
is about greed without regard for 
the public interest.” 

In exchange for the monop¬ 
oly franchises they receive from 
local governments, cable opera¬ 
tors are routinely required to 
provide the community with a 
free public access channel. 
That’s a small price to pay for 
such a lucrative franchise 
(which is, in effect, “a license to 
print money.”) 

Yet even that small price is 
too big for some. According to 
Blaney, “Viacom Cable and the 
cable industry have tried for 
years to destroy public, educa¬ 
tion, and government access 
programming. 

“And at the rate they’re 
going,” he warns, “they may 
succeed.” 

If Viacom does succeed, the 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual audi¬ 
ence will lose. Public access 
channels have become an impor¬ 
tant forum for affordable, alter¬ 
native, and uncensored program¬ 
ming. Individuals who lack the 
economic resources of broadcast 
and cable companies have at 
least some opportunity, through 
public access, to create their own 
television. These channels help 
ensure that freedom of expres¬ 
sion is not limited to those who 
own the medium of expression. 

The CTC is urging individu¬ 
als to call or write the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
and demand an end to Viacom’s 
encroachment on public access. 

If necessary, the Board of 
Supervisors can change existing 
Cable Franchise agreements to 
mandate that public access be 
managed by a nonprofit corpo¬ 
ration and that public access 
programming be provided 24 
hours per day.

A significant contribution to 


bisexual visibility has been 
made by one of the nation’s old¬ 
est fashion magazines. The June 
1995 issue of Harper’s Bazaar 
(which has been published since 
1867) features two articles on 
bisexuality. 

In the first article, Lynn 
Darling explores bisexuality as 
it is focused through the lens of 
popular culture. Examining the 
relationship between media 
images and social values, 
Darling argues for the recogni¬ 
tion of bisexuality as an orienta¬ 
tion that is both valid and wor¬ 
thy of validation. 

The second article was writ¬ 
ten by Rachel Cohen, a young 
bisexual woman. Cohen offers a 
personal perspective on the 
myths, fears and ignorance that 
bisexuals confront - in both the 
heterosexual and lesbian/gay 
communities. 

In the midst of yet another 
conservative backlash - and a 
presidential campaign marked 
by the most sex-negative 
rhetoric - articles such as these 
are particularly important. 
These public discussions chal¬ 
lenge sexual orthodoxy and pro¬ 
vide an essential forum for the 
affirmation of sexual freedom 
and diversity.

Television on sex 

On June 1, the ABC televi¬ 
sion network broadcast In A 
New Light: Sex Unplugged. 
Through fast-paced edits and 
celebrity sound bites, the prime¬ 
time special targeted young 
viewers with information about 
safer-sex. 

In something of a break¬ 
through for network television. 
Sex Unplugged examined 
teenage sexuality with a tone 
that was more positive than 
pedantic. The program went 
beyond the usual rhetoric of 
abstinence - which has consis¬ 
tently failed to educate or 
empower youth. 

The program’s hosts - Rosie 
Perez and Ed Love - were sup¬ 
ported by a large celebrity cast, 
which included brief appear¬ 
ances by Greg Louganis and 
Melissa Etheridge. One segment 
of Sex Unplugged was devoted 
exclusively to gay concerns. 

The gay youth segment 
opened with an apt lament from 
C. Everett Koop. The former 
Surgeon General noted: 
“Nobody is paying much atten¬ 
tion to homosexual teenagers.” 
From there, the youth took over 
the dialogue and explained 
some of the (literally) lethal 
consequences of homophobia. 

Uniquely, Sex Unplugged 
addressed the often-overlooked 
role that self-esteem plays in 
HIV prevention. The issue is 
particularly pertinent for les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual youth, 
who are relentlessly deprived of 
affirmation at all levels of soci¬ 
ety. As one youth asked: “If no 
one wants to talk to me about 
what it means to be gay, how are 
we ever going to get to a place 
where it’s OK to talk about safer 
sex for young gay men?” 
Unfortunately, the diversity that 
characterized other segments of 
Sex Unplugged evaporated 
when it came to the gay seg¬ 
ment. No lesbians or bisexuals 
were included, and not one of 


the young gay men was a person 
of color. 

Despite its drawbacks, how¬ 
ever, Sex Unplugged managed 
to provide a few precious min¬ 
utes of sex-positive education in 
an otherwise barren media land¬ 
scape. But even those few min¬ 
utes are certain to raise the 
hackles of right-wing censors. 
The postcard campaigns - 
demanding that ABC stop “pro¬ 
moting homosexuality” and 
“corrupting family values” - 
probably began even before the 
show aired. 

* Counter the critics and 
encourage ABC to move even 
farther ahead, producing 
more diverse and (long over¬ 
due) prime-time program¬ 
ming that is focused entirely 
on lesbian, gay and bisexual 
youth.

Watkins retired from the 
Army as a sergeant after suc¬ 
cessfully challenging its ban on 
gays in the military. His case 
was decided by the federal 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
after Watkins was refused re¬ 
enlistment. Watkins had 
informed military recruiters that 
he was openly gay when he ini¬ 
tially joined the service and was 
never discharged or disciplined 
because of sexual orientation. 
The Court of Appeals ruled in 
his favor, ordering his restate¬ 
ment, and the U.S. Supreme 
Court declined to hear further 
appeals by the Army. 

San Francisco lesbian activist 
and former Police 
Commissioner Gwenn Craig, 
recently appointed by 
Supervisor Susan Leal to the 
city’s Election Task Force, will 
receive the group’s Political 
Activism Award for her continu¬ 
ous leadership to the African- 
American and lesbian and gay 
communities. Craig is a found¬ 
ing member of and onetime co¬ 
chair of the group. 


According to banquet orga¬ 
nizer Adrian Tyler, LGADDA 
was formed in 1992 to increase 
the visibility of African- 
American lesbians and gay men, 
to expand their participation in 
the electoral process through 
voter registration and education. 

East Bay physician Dr.

handle it. I felt like my son’s 
private life was his own, but 
they didn’t let him have it that 
way,” she told a New York Times 
reporter. 

Burke’s life deteriorated as 
he began using drugs more and 
more frequently; after his leg 
was shattered by a speeding car 
in 1987, his crack cocaine prob¬ 
lem proved incapacitating and 
he ended up living on the street. 

In 1991, Burke served six 
months of a 16-month sentence 
in San Quentin prison, after 
pleading guilty to grand theft 
and possession of controlled 
drugs. He was re-incarcerated 
twice for parole violations. 

Burke’s plight became public 


last year after gay sports leader 
Jack McGowan ran into Burke 
in a doorway on Castro Street 
and realized that he had AIDS. 

McGowan contacted the A’s 
about Burke’s situation and also 
organized lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity support for the sports 
figure. A fund was established 
at Welcome Home Restaurant in 
the Castro so Burke could 
receive hot meals. 

“I think after baseball, he lost 
direction and then got involved 
with crack and was never able to 
shake that,” said longtime friend 
Tom Kelley. “He deteriorated 
like many other people we’ve 
seen go through this epidemic.” 

Burke spent the last months 
of his life in Oakland with his 
sister Lutha Davis. 

He is survived by his mother, 
five sisters and a brother. T

Meet Kenya Briggs, 
LGADDA’s New Co-Chair

It’s a good thing former 
opera major Kenya M. Briggs 
likes music, because in her line 
of work she has listened to hun¬ 
dreds of radio stations through 
her phone receiver while on 
hold. Briggs runs a jobs hotline 
for aspiring broadcasters, and 
the time she invariably spends 
listening to the different sta¬ 
tions’ programming while dial¬ 
ing up news directors across the 
country has given her a wide 
knowledge of current broadcast¬ 
ing trends. 

It’s a good thing she loves 
music, she says; it’s the right- 
wing talk shows she could do 
without. 

Briggs, who is herself a for¬ 
mer broadcaster, says she is dis¬ 
turbed by the homophobic and 
right-wing comments she hears. 
The San Francisco native says 
comments being broadcast 
beyond the Bay Area make her 
glad she returned here from the 
small California town (and clos¬ 
et) where she formerly lived and 
worked as a reporter, to come 
out in a large gay community. 

“I didn’t want to [come out] 
on camera in a small town 
before I really knew what [being 
a lesbian] was all about,” she 
says. 

“I was so acutely aware of 
how homophobia in society and 
within myself had kept me in 
the closet until I was 25.1 knew 
I wasn’t going to sit on the side¬ 
lines and let somebody else 
fight for my freedom.” 

Affirmation in action 

In March, Briggs was named 
co-chair of LGADDA, the 
Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action. 
She previously served as the 
group’s treasurer. Briggs 
replaced Lauri Irving, who 
vacated the position to take a 
job with Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano. 

“I am very excited,” Briggs 
told the B.A.R. “We have chal¬ 
lenges ahead but that is what 
makes the work exciting. We 
have created a power base to 
help deal with the conservative 
onslaught. I feel positive about 
our future prospects.” 

Election endorsements are 
one of the club’s main focuses. 
“We do endorsements in the dif¬ 
ferent elections and we try and 
have those endorsements reflect 
concerns of gays and lesbians of 
African descent. We are watch¬ 
ing [this November’s mayoral 
race] very closely and we’re 
holding all the candidates to the

highest level of scrutiny. Our 
top priority is to make certain 
that Jordan is not re-elected as 
mayor.” 

Reaching out to other civic 
organizations to educate them 
about affirmative action is 
another focus of LGADDA, by 
having them speak at their meet¬ 
ings or tabling out on Castro to 
do education to the broader gay 
and lesbian community, said 
Briggs. Reaching out to the East 
Bay is a second goal for LGAD¬ 
DA. “Black issues aren’t geo¬ 
graphically oriented,” she said. 

These lofty goals all take 
time, something Briggs is trying 
to accommodate by selling her 
hotline business. And she 
recently moved over to Oakland 
to be closer to her job running a 
National Writers Union hotline 
for technical writers. 

Briggs’s co-chair Dr. Donald 
Tarver said the club will benefit 
from “Kenya’s force of spirit.” 
He told the B.A.R ., “She’s an 
extremely personable and intel¬ 
ligent individual who has transi¬ 
tioned from San Francisco to the 
East Bay, where we have been 
seeking to provide more mem¬ 
ber services.” 

He added that when Briggs 
was treasurer, she helped devel¬ 
op a more sophisticated 
accounting system at a time 
when increased fundraising 
meant the club needed better 
money management. 

Briggs, who is well on her 
way to becoming a strong pres¬ 
ence in the local community, 
said her greatest source of 
strength comes from her child¬ 
hood. Despite growing up bi- 
racial (her mother is white), she 
disagrees with the idea that 
light-skinned African- 

Americans have easier access to 
the mainstream - at least for her.

“I had a lot of opportunities that 
weren’t based in skin color. It’s 
a matter of having confidence 
instilled in you at a young age. 

“There are dynamics in our 
community over it,” she 
acknowledges. But life is not 
easier just because of skin color. 
“If you look around, it’s just the 
opposite. Most [African- 
Americans] in the Bay Area 
who are in power positions in 
the Bay Area are dark-skinned.” 

Briggs said, “Anyone who 
has opportunities when they’re 
younger” is probably going to 
have an easier time “because 
they have vision and a lot of 
confidence.” Her grandmother, a 
woman Briggs described as 
incredibly dynamic and intelli¬ 
gent, was one of those people 
who instilled a whopping dose 
of self-worth in Briggs. And, 
although she only did janitorial 
work, she saved her money and 
bought a beautiful Victorian 
house in the Castro. 

“Back then, things weren’t as 
expensive,” Briggs observed, 
“and buying a home was possi¬ 
ble.” 

But most of all, Briggs cred¬ 
ited her parents for acting like 
typical San Franciscans and let¬ 
ting her spirit grow unfettered. 
“Fortunately I have tremendous¬ 
ly progressive parents, so [being 
a lesbian] wasn’t an issue with 
them.” T

Pediatrician to Colleagues: Find 
Religion, ‘Treat’ Homosexuality 

But others dispute 'irresponsible' views, dubious studies

Gay and lesbian physicians are criticizing The 
American Academy of Pediatrics News for pub¬ 
lishing an opinion piece in its May 1995 issue that 
claims homosexuality is a “treatable gender role 
disorder.” 

The point of view article by John Leslie, M.D., 
Ph.D. says that there are religious as well as scien¬ 
tific reasons to believe that homosexuality is “an 
abnormal condition.” Leslie also says that people 
who hold such views should not be considered 
homophobic; that the risk for pedophilia is 
increased among homosexuals; and that science - 
including studies which indicate genetic or biolog¬ 
ic bases of sexual orientation - must not validate 
homosexual behavior. 

“The article is irresponsible and unfair,” said 
Dr. Paul Bloom, M.D., a Rockland County, New 
York pediatrician member of the national Gay and 
Lesbian Medical Association. “They were irre¬ 
sponsible in publishing the opinion piece.” 

According to Leslie, however, the debate about 
the classification of homosexuality is far from 
over. 

Doctor’s orders established by Christ 

“Physicians should recognize that the principles 
needed to resolve many of society’s ‘gray’ issues 
such as homosexuality have already been estab¬ 
lished in the world’s religions, especially 
Christianity,” Leslie writes. 

Children with “gender role confusion such as 
gay or lesbian orientation” should be “appropriate¬ 
ly and compassionately counseled with the goal of 
converting them to healthy heterosexuality,” he 
says in the article. 

“This is appalling,” said Philip Wu, M.D., a 
gay pediatrician in Medford, Oregon. “It’s a 
shocking and irresponsible piece that offers very 
little in the pediatric, medical, or even in the 
social, sense.” 

Wu said the article read like a position paper for 
a right wing Christian agenda, and that he was sur¬ 
prised editors at the AAP would feel obliged to 
give such a view legitimacy. 

Leslie’s article was published in response to a 
piece by Doug Hamill, a Roman Catholic priest- 
pediatrician who argued in the February 1995 AAP 
News that homosexual sexual orientation was nor¬ 
mal.

When the Nightmare Began 


According to Wu, Leslie’s views are held by a 
minority of pediatricians, and the Academy has 
generally been “enormously supportive” of lesbian 
and gay rights and lesbian and gay healthcare 
issues. 

“It’s sad to see someone who has that kind of a 
point of view to justify it with science,” Wu told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Leslie’s attempt to link homosexual sexual ori¬ 
entation with child sexual abuse was without foun¬ 
dation, Wu said. 

In the AAP News piece, Leslie cited one study 
that indicated 22 percent of abused children had 
been molested by a same-sex adult, plus other 
studies that indicated about 28 percent of gays and 
one percent of lesbians admitted to sexual interac¬ 
tion with children younger than 16 while they were 
adults. 

“Researchers have found that pedophilia and 
homosexuality have absolutely nothing to do with 
each other. Child sexual abuse experts know that 
there’s no connection,” Wu said. 

The inevitable backlash 

Both Wu and Bloom said that they felt Leslie’s 
point of view was harmful to lesbian and gay or 
questioning youth and adolescents, especially in 
areas where no information is available to counter 
anti-gay sentiments. 

“Many youth are going to have issues around 
their sexual orientation and no appropriate infor¬ 
mation. That’s a tragedy,” Wu said. 

Gay and Lesbian Medical Association 
Executive Director Benjamin Schatz said the pub¬ 
lication of Leslie’s opinion piece reflected “an 
inevitable backlash” in the medical community 
against openly lesbian and gay physicians who 
have decided to challenge inaccurate and homo- 
phobic information. 

“It wouldn’t have been printed if the lesbian and 
gay community hadn’t been asserting its legitimate 
views. It’s disappointing the American Academy 
of Pediatrics saw fit to print the article. Some 
points of view are so out of date, they are not wor¬ 
thy of such recognition,” Schatz said. 

With more than 1500 member physicians and 
medical students, GLMA has issued an action alert 
concerning the piece to its constituents, Schatz 
said. 

The American Academy of Pediatrics will meet 
for its convention this October in San Francisco. ▼

The American public was first made aware of 
AIDS 14 years ago, with a single medical report 
issued by the Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta June 4, 1981. The Associated Press sent 
out a routine and cursory capsulation of the report 
shortly thereafter, discussing an obscure strain of 
pneumonia the CDC blamed for the deaths of five 
gay men in San Francisco. Most newspapers saw 
little news value, and buried the story - if they 
bothered to run it at all. 

Still, it got the attention of some alert gay read¬ 
ers, especially here in the Bay Area, and the news 
quickly circulated throughout the community this 
week: the terms “AIDS” and “GRID” (Gay 
Related Immune Dysfunction) hadn’t been coined 
yet, but the first whisperings about a “gay plague” 
were being heard. 

According to the article, other gay men were 
also dying of pneumocystis carinii, including five 
in Los Angeles and an undisclosed number on the 
East Coast. 

“The pneumonia usually attacks people whose 
bodies have been weakened by a virus,” Betty 
Agee of the Communicable Diseases Control 
Office of L.A. County was quoted as saying. The 
disease usually afflicted newborn infants, debilitat¬ 
ed persons, the elderly, and pregnant women; how 
gay men fit into the scenario remained a mystery. 

The culprit responsible for the men’s illness 
was believed to be viral, Agee went on to say, 
adding, “It is accompanied by sickness from the 


virus cytomegalo, which weakens the body’s 
immunity and makes it vulnerable to the pneumo¬ 
nia.” 

‘No one knew what it meant’ 

Bill Walker of the AIDS History Project later 
recalled that the community’s reaction was per¬ 
fectly illustrated in the beginning scene of 
Longtime Companion. In that film, gay men were 
shown reading these early news reports wondering 
what impact it would have. “That’s what it was 
like,” he said. 

“It was a topic of conversation. No one knew 
what it meant. To put it in perspective at that point 
I doubt that there were very many people who paid 
much attention to it at all. It’s only in historical 
hindsight that that was the particular moment that 
we got the first flash warning of what was yet to 
come. No one had any idea what it would mean.” 

Early death was the impact, at first and to this 
day. One of the first men to die was 42-year-old 
Advocate associate editor Brent Harris, who 
became the first staff person there to die from com¬ 
plications due to AIDS. 

Even Dr. Anthony Fauci - who, for better or 
worse, was made the government’s AIDS czar at 
the National Institutes of Health - was stumped by 
the initial reports. Last month, Fauci compared 
those first few reports to the day when JFK was 
shot: everyone remembers exactly where they 
were. 

By July 1981, 26 gay men were dead from the 
new illness. T

AFP, Unitarians To Celebrate 
Gay, Lesbian Families Saturday 

A thousand participants expected, organizers say

A Family Day, in honor of the families we have 
created, will be celebrated by Bay Area lesbian and 
gay parents, their children, and friends this 
Saturday, June 10. 

Organizers say the positive image projected by 
the gathering of solid, established, and loving 
unconventional families is especially important at 
a time when politicians - even divorced ones - 
grovel to make points with the religious right. 

The first Family Day Celebration, which orga¬ 
nizers plan to make an annual event, will be host¬ 
ed by the First Unitarian Church of San Francisco, 
located at 1187 Franklin Street (at Geary). 
Organizers are preparing for 1,000 participants at 
the gathering from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

About 500 people attended the last family gath¬ 
ering held by The Alternative Family Project in 
January, said project coordinator Cheryl Deaner. 

“The purpose of Family Day is to show the 
world that we are families and have families as 
good as anyone else,” Deaner told the Bay Area 
Reporter. This positive image is very important, 
she explained, considering that “Pete Wilson’s 
staff is currently rewriting the Department of 
Social Service regulations concerning adoptions 
and foster parenting for lesbians and gays. 

“He does not believe that anyone except hetero¬ 
sexual married couples deserve to be parents,” 
Deaner added. 

“What we would like to tell these people - 
which they don’t seem to understand - is that we 
have 100,000 families in the Bay Area where one 
or more parents or children are gay or lesbian.” 

At a time when the Christian Coalition is push¬ 
ing its so-called Contract with the American 
Family, Deaner told the B.A.R. she is more con¬ 
cerned with family civil rights. She said the pack¬ 
age of family civil rights include marriage, adop¬ 
tions, the right to cover the family under insurance, 
and property rights in a survivorship, among oth¬ 
ers. 

“Gay and lesbian families are impacted by lack 
of civil rights and by those who would deny them 
a family unit. They are isolated from each other 
and from other families,” Deaner said. “Isolation 
can lead to internalizing homophobia.” 

Kate Kendell, legal director for the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, will speak at Family 
Day about these kinds of issues, Deaner said. She 
will be joined by mayoral candidate Roberta 
Achtenberg. Entertainment at the celebration will 
include stand-up comic Lisa Geduldig, the 
folk/rock/blues band The Moving Violations, and 
Supervisor (and parent, teacher, and gay comic)

Tom Ammiano. Also brightening the festivities 
will be the Drama Divas, a component of Brava! 
for the Arts, made up of minority lesbian and gay 
youth. 

Ongoing activities include a jumping tent, non¬ 
sectarian family blessings, video presentations, 
information tables, a raffle with great prizes, and 
caricatures by Noa Teplow. 

The event is a fundraiser for The Family Next 
Door, a national bi-monthly publication for lesbian 
and gay parents and their friends, and for the 
Alternative Family Project, a non-profit lesbian 
and gay family counseling and support agency 
based in San Francisco. 

Admission is $10 for adults, $5 for the first 
child, and $3 for each additional child, which 
includes a box lunch. Children 24 months old and 
under are free. No one will be turned away for lack 
of funds. ▼

The invisible wounded 

Sexual Minority Youth Course 
At Sonoma State this Weekend

A two-day course at Sonoma State University 
on “Sexual Minority Youth: The Invisible 
Wounded” will be held this Saturday and Sunday 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. - if sufficient interest can be 
gained before then. 

The class will be taught by Doug Duell, an edu¬ 
cational consultant specializing in abuse issues 
with a master’s degree in Psychology and 
Counseling. He is also an instructor at the Center 
for Creative Expression in Santa Rosa. 

“Long before children are aware of their sexual 
orientation, nearly all have heard that homosexual¬ 
ity is either immoral, abnormal, inferior, inade¬ 
quate or all of the above,” according to Duell. 
“Sexual minority teenagers, unable to ‘pass’ as 
heterosexual, are often forced to leave their homes 
or schools due to ostracism, intimidation, name 
calling, punishment, and/or violence. 

“Most spend their adolescent years hiding, 
while attempting to come to terms with their sexu¬ 
ality alone.” 

Outstanding evaluations of the class have 
prompted the university to strongly support the 


class, but a similar class scheduled for March had 
to be canceled due to lack of attendance. If the 
June class does not meet enrollment this will prob¬ 
ably be the last time Sonoma State can offer it, 
according to therapist Jeffrey S. Cotton M.A., of 
Monte Rio. Cotton works with children in treat¬ 
ment facilities and conducts seminars for two state 
child care associations. 

The course may be taken for one unit of credit 
for $97, or without credit for $65. 

At this writing only seven people had signed on, 
possibly because of limited exposure, or possibly 
because the date of the seminar coincides with the 
Sonoma County Gay Pride Parade. Duell says he 
solved that problem by including a visit to the 
parade, as a two-hour field trip, as part of the 
course. He told the B.A.R. interested persons can 
Sign up for the class until it begins Saturday. ▼

MCC Moves to Complete $3.8 M illion Property Deal 

Fundraising for global headquarters, L.A. "Mother Church"

When the Los Angeles 
Metropolitan Community 
Church was destroyed by an 
earthquake over a year ago, the 
Reverend Troy D. Perry, 
founder and moderator of the 
growing gay/lesbian oriented 
denomination, saw the opportu¬ 
nity to “take a tragedy and out 
of it perform a miracle.” Now 
Perry and the Reverend Elder 
Nancy Wilson of the Los 
Angeles “Mother Church” - on 
behalf of the denomination and 
with the blessings of the MCC 
General Council - have com¬ 
mitted to purchase two adjacent 
modern structures for $3.8 mil¬ 
lion. 

The property at 8704-8714 
Santa Monica Boulevard would 
house the global headquarters of 
the denomination in a five-story 
office building, while a second 
two-story building with base¬ 
ment would serve as the church.

The property also includes a 
parking lot for about 75 vehi¬ 
cles. 

A $1 million down-payment 
is due October 31, and Perry 
and Wilson are working to come 
up with $500,000 as their pro¬ 
portional share by that time.

The two structures on the 
property, in the middle of West 
Hollywood, were built in 1989 
and conform to all earthquake 
standards, building codes, and 
American Disabilities Act stan¬ 
dards, Perry said in a recent 
fundraising letter. 

The Los Angeles Church 
hopes to raise most of its 
part of the down-payment by 
selling the property where 
the MCC building stood 
before it was ruined by the 
earthquake. 

Just one day after the church 
authorities voted to acquire the 
property, the church was noti¬ 
fied by an attorney that a former 
member of De Colores 
Metropolitan Community 
Church in Los Angeles had died 
and left the Universal 
Fellowship of MCC a bequest of 
about $150,000. 

“I believe this is God’s way 
of telling us we did the proper 
thing in making the offer on this 
piece of property,” Perry said. 
The bequest will not reach the 
church before the down-pay¬ 
ment is required, so he has said 
he hopes 500 people will send 
$1,000 each to help the church 
make the payment. T

AmFAR and Krim Steer Toward Hope on the Horizon 

June 20 SF party will be the coolest on earth— or water

Anyone planning to cover the water¬ 
front on Tuesday, June 20 will be in 
excellent company. When the newly-built 
AmFAR-Crystal Symphony luxury liner 
docks at Pier 35 that morning for a cham¬ 
pagne luncheon to honor Jim Hormel, 
more than the food will be rich. Tickets 
that grant permission to board and see a 
show hosted by Robert Guillaume cost 
$150 and $250 each, with proceeds going 
to the American Foundation for AIDS 
Research. 

The $225 million Crystal Symphony 
ship has already hosted a benefit for 
AmFAR at its Memorial Day christening 
in New York, presided over by Angela 
Lansbury, plus the May 29 “All Aboard 
with AmFAR” in Los Angeles. With 
Crystal Cruises’ underwriting of those 
and the forthcoming San Francisco event, 
AmFAR will be able to keep all money 
raised - much of it coming from people 
who have never contributed money to 
fight AIDS before. 

This is what the fundraising arm of 
AmFAR - the American Foundation for 
AIDS Research - does best: it reaches 
new hearts and minds (and money). Since 
1985 it has raised and dispersed over $77 
million in grants and scholar awards to 
over 1,600 research teams, but it is now 
facing a bleak future that forced $4 mil¬ 
lion in previous grant commitments to be 
eliminated from the 1996 budget. 

AmFAR and 

the gay community 

During a meeting several months ago 
at the Beverly Hilton Hotel with the gay 
press, AmFAR founder and chair 
Mathilde Krim acknowledged that there 


have been communication problems 
between the national non-profit often 
associated with “glamorous” heterosexu¬ 
al-heavy fundraisers and the more grass¬ 
roots AIDS organizations. More recently, 
Krim spoke with the Bay Area Reporter 
and said she is “hurt” that the gay com¬ 
munity thinks AmFAR is pulling away. 

“Given that it was founded by me and 
a bunch of straight guys,” Krim said, in 
order to “open the cause to the world 
other than the gay community” which 
was “already bearing a terrible burden in 
1985, I’ve been really hurt when I heard 
that the gay community said that we were 
abandoning it. That was the word used. 


“The intention was exactly the oppo¬ 
site - bringing help from the outside - and 
we are better placed to do this than any 
other because we have a larger outreach 
than gay community groups and there is 
always another place where we can speak 
with a professional voice.” 

Rather than resent AmFAR, she said, 
the gay community “should use us.... We 
have to use all the ways” to raise money, 
educate, and eventually eradicate AIDS. 

Although she admits she lives in a 
constant state of depression because of 
those who’ve died of AIDS (a condition 
that is no doubt compounded by the 
recent death of her husband, Arthur), 


Krim told the B.A.R. she does not see the 
AIDS landscape as a bleak and hopeless 
one. Not even in an era of stringent 
Republican Congressional budget cuts, 
which she anticipates will make more 
people with AIDS homeless. 

“My hope is not based on the size of 
the budget,” Krim says firmly. “My hope 
is based on what science can do today. 
With molecular genetics, molecular biol¬ 
ogy, we have such powerful tools in our 
hands that there is no question that we’re 
going to be able to suppress the rate of 
multiplication of the virus. We’re going to 
also, in the future, control the functioning 
of the immune system. 

“But just suppressing the virus - if we 
start treating people early in the disease 
before the immune system is destroyed - 
they’re going to be able to lead a normal 
lifestyle, probably under treatment con¬ 
tinuously. But the kind of treatments that 
can be developed through genetic engi¬ 
neering are not toxic, they are not drugs. 
They are biological.” 

And, she added, clinical trials are 
under way to test what she called “the 
new approaches, the new molecules that 
specifically inhibit viral genes and don’t 
touch the genes of the cell - and this is 
why they are not toxic. 

“We have also to define the word 
‘cure.’” 

HIV is here to stay 

Krim went on to say, “‘Cure,’ in the 
public understanding, means a solution, 
in a broad sense. When we talk about 
‘cure’ we mean a solution - but a solu¬ 
tion, at least as of today, [that’s] not a 
total eradication of the virus. I think the 
virus is here to stay, part of the human

Cops to Oakland Needle Exchangers: 
We’re Just Doing our Job

Finding an indoor site for 
Oakland’s controversial needle 
exchange program would help 
not only the volunteers behind 
the three-year-old HIV preven¬ 
tion effort, but would also 
relieve beat cops from citing 
volunteers and clients, accord¬ 
ing to Oakland Police Sergeant 
Tony Hare. 

Hare recently spoke at length 
with the Bay Area Reporter 
about ways the two groups can 
keep from butting heads until a 
permanent solution is reached. 
Not that the police can do much 
to legalize possession or distrib¬ 
ution of hypodermic needles, he 
said, but finding a subtle way 
around existing law - such as 
bringing needle exchange 
indoors - might help. 

“If the problem is possession 
of a needle without a prescrip¬ 
tion,” he said, “I suspect that the 
next level of sophistication in 
getting around the hurdles of 
existing law is not going to be a 
police solution. 

“It’s going to be somebody 
finding another tool to do what 
they need.” 

Hare wouldn’t speculate if an 
indoor site would eliminate 
police citations altogether, but 
by its nature such a site would 
probably allay some of the pub-

lie’s concerns. 

Until some solution is found 
to eliminate the “public nui¬ 
sance” factor that prompts 
neighborhood complaints. 
Hare defended the depart¬ 
ment’s continuing citation of 
ACE volunteers as a legitimate 
response by law enforcement 
officers. Whether any members 
of the Oakland police force 
agree with it or not, he said, 
holding or giving away clean 
hypodermic needles violates 
state law. 


“We use split second, life and 
death application of authority to 
resolve things. Under those cir¬ 
cumstances, despite our great 
discretion, we have to follow the 
rules and then let the judiciary 
decide what’s criminal behavior 
or not,” Hare said. 

Activists and most govern¬ 
ment officials in Oakland want 
the intervention process 
stopped before it gets to that 
point, something Hare said is 
possible if the right solution 
can be sought. “What you’re 
trying to do is find a local 
accommodation pending a 
statewide remedy. And it looks 
like you have one in San 
Francisco and I think you have 
one in Oakland thanks to coun¬ 
cil members, the city manager 
and the mayor. They’ve given a 
direction [to police] that said, 
‘Find other things to do.’ We 
adhere to that, but if someone 
calls us to the scene, we have 
built in a decision-making 
process to address community 
concerns. We bring a police 
commander to the scene to help 
resolve things.” 

In San Francisco, where nee¬ 
dle exchange sites are much 
closer to businesses and resi¬ 
dences, police recommend 
mediation between volunteers 
and neighbors if complaints 
arise. T

Montgomery’s disappearance. 

Montgomery’s religious par¬ 
ents had contacted reporters two 
weeks after their son’s disap¬ 
pearance. According to the 
Seattle Times , Montgomery left 
Star’s home of his own accord 
after local reporters began writ¬ 
ing stories about Star, whom the 
San Francisco Examiner had 
not yet identified but neverthe¬ 
less described as a “sexual 
predator who prowled through 
cyberspace.” 

Montgomery was discovered 
at 3 a.m., Sunday, June 2 by San 
Francisco International Airport 
police in the ticket area of 
SFO’s North Terminal, accord¬ 
ing to SFO spokesman Rick 
Wilson. 

“On routine patrol, our 
police do sometimes find people 
like this,” Wilson told the B.A.R. 
“He was somewhat distraught. 
He was confused, and that 
prompted our police to take him 
to Chope Hospital for evalua¬ 



tion.” 

Airport police contacted 
Montgomery’s parents, who had 
already notified the FBI after 
they received an earlier call 
from the youth, reportedly to 
say he was going to his grand¬ 
mother’s house in Southern 
California. 

Report retorts 

Supervisor Susan Leal 
expressed frustration about the 
way the story was reported by 
the mainstream press. 

“The press has been very 
quick to jump to conclusions 
without all the information,” she 
told the B.A.R. , “and that defi¬ 
nitely has an impact on a com¬ 
munity. 

“Straight, white men run the 
mainstream press, and they 
screw up in other ways when 
they deal with people and com¬ 
munities of color and different 
sexual orientations. You’re deal¬ 
ing with people who are quick 
to judge and whose point of ref¬ 
erence about us is just not the 
same as ours.” 

But Tim Porter, Metro editor 
of the Examiner, said the story is 
“about parents who are worried 
about their children. 

“Regardless of whether a 
teen did it,” he said, “it’s still 
against the law.” 

Porter denied the Examiner 
reports showed any anti-gay 
bias. “It’s not exclusive to same- 
sex relationships,” he said. 
“Some parents worry about who 
their children encounter; they 
meet people on-line that parents 
may feel to be unsafe.” 

Tom DiMaria, consultant to 
Digital Queers, told the B.A.R. 
he thought the reports were 
“exploiting the gay issue and 
playing up the sex angle in its 
sensationalist kind of way. 

“They are portraying gay 
men as predators and juveniles 


as victims.” 

The rights of gay kids 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
told the Bay Area Reporter he 
thought the mainstream report¬ 
ing was “blatantly homophobic” 
and ignored the fact that “gay 
teenagers want to meet other 
gay teenagers” and are too often 
denied the chance to do so. 

“Whatever happened to pen¬ 
pals?” Ammiano asked the 
B.A.R. “What are the rights of 
young people? What rights do 
gay kids have?” 

According to news reports, 
Montgomery had been coming 
to terms with his homosexuality 

- referred to in some press 
accounts as “sexual confusion” 

- shortly before he ran away. 

News reports had also indi¬ 
cated that before he traveled to 
San Francisco, the youth had 
spent so much time on-line that 
his parents had limited his daily 
access to the computer bulletin 
board. 

Montgomery - and apparent¬ 
ly Star - had made some contact 
with the youth’s parents while 
he was in the city; the parents 
told reporters their son had only 
said he was making money and 
sleeping on a waterbed, and that 
Star was wealthy. 

Reporters also indicated 
Montgomery’s father told them 
he accepted responsibility for 
relationship issues between 
himself and his son, and that he 
hopes to resolve the problems. 

AOL spokesperson Amy 
McGraw told the B.A.R. the 
incident was “the first case of its 
kind” for the on-line service. On 
Tuesday, the media began 
reporting a story about a 13- 
year-old girl from Louisville, 
Kentucky who boarded a bus a 
week ago to meet a San 
Francisco man she met on-line. 
That man is still unidentified. T

Assembly OKs Compassionate Release Bill by 52-18 Margin 

Tough Senate fight predicted; Marks to give support

Last Thursday, June 1, the 
California State Assembly 
passed Assembly Bill 1408, the 
compassionate release bill for 
terminally ill and physically dis¬ 
abled prisoners - including 
those with HIV/AIDS - with 
strong bipartisan support on a 
vote of 52-18. 

The bill, introduced by 
Assemblyman Antonio 

Villaraigosa (D-LA), now goes 
to the State Senate, where a more 
difficult fight is anticipated. 

Judy Greenspan, director of 
the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project, 
said the Senate would probably 
consider the measure at the end 


of June. She described the 
Senate appropriations commit¬ 
tee as “very conservative.” 

Democratic Senator Milton 
Marks of San Francisco, chair 
of the Senate Committee on 
Criminal Procedure, told the 
B.A.R. he would support the leg¬ 
islation. 

The measure sets strict med¬ 
ical criteria and streamlines cur¬ 
rent “recall of commitment” 
procedure for terminally ill pris¬ 
oners. 

AB 1408 received statewide 
support from groups such as the 
San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, Catholic Charities 
of California, the Catholic 
Conference of California 


Bishops, AIDS Project of Los 
Angeles, Correctional HIV 
Consortium, Women and AIDS 
Network, and the California 
Association of Probation and 
Parole Officers 

Villaraigosa told his assem¬ 
bly colleagues passage of the 
bill will result in “tremendous 
fiscal savings to taxpayers in 
this state.” Yearly healthcare 
costs for terminally ill prisoners 
are more than $75,000, and out¬ 
side hospital care for prisoners 
totals more than $3,500 per day. 
Healthcare for released prison¬ 
ers would be shared by private 
agencies and the federal and 
state governments. 

“Last year, Albert Brown, a 


prisoner, lay in a vegetative state 
under armed guard at Marin 
General Hospital for six months 
before he died,” Villaraigosa 
pointed out, “costing taxpayers 
over $880,000. 

“If AB 1408 had been law, 
Brown would have spent his last 
days at home with his family,” 
he said. 

East Bay Republican Richard 
Rainey of Walnut Creek spoke 
in support of AB 1408 on the 
Assembly floor, as did his GOP 
colleague Larry Bowler of Elk 
Grove. According to Rainey, the 
California Department of 
Corrections helped define some 
of the technical amendments on 
the bill. ▼

Gay Prisoners Deprived of 
Religious Services, Suit Says 

Inmate: All men in Alameda County Jail not treated equally

An inmate at the Alameda 
County Jail in Dublin has filed 
a suit in U. S. District Court 
against Alameda County 
Sheriff Charles Plummer, 
alleging that he is deprived of 
his rights to participate in wor¬ 
ship services because he is gay. 


Kevin Borkowski, acting as 
his own attorney, says that 
inmates of the gay/bisexual 
housing unit at the jail have 
been denied full participation in 
religious worship services since 
last November, and that a priest 
was restricted from saying mass 
in the secluded gay unit. 

The suit says the gay/bisex¬ 


ual unit has no assigned chap¬ 
lain, and gay inmates are not 
provided with any type of spir¬ 
itual or religious programming. 

Borkowski asks relief from 
the federal court, alleging that 
his First Amendment religious 
rights have been violated, as 
have equal protection rights 
under the 14th Amendment. ▼ 


SJ Lesbian Claims Discrimination

A longtime supporter and contributor to the 
financially beleagured Gay Pride Celebration 
Committee of San Jose has been named as one of 
the defendants in a sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion suit filed by an area lesbian. 

Teri Baker, 27, has filed suit in the Superior 
Court claiming sexual harassment, employment 
discrimination, and the intentional infliction of 
emotional distress. Named as defendants in the 
action are Paul, Cheryl, and Mark Showerman, 
individually; Showerman Distributors, a beverage 
distribution firm; employees Vince Restucci, Pete 
Hofer, and Donald Thompson; and the Miller 
Brewing Company. Baker is seeking $500,000 gen¬ 
eral damages and $1 million in punitive damages. 

Baker stated in her deposition she began working 
in Cheryl Showerman’s office as part of the admin¬ 
istrative staff. Originally closeted, she claims she 
was “outed” by another Showerman’s employee. 

On September 25, 1992, Baker was leaving to 
attend an annual womyns’ weekend festival at the 
Russian River. When she told the night manager - 
a previous resident of Guemeville - she was going 
camping, he made comment of “the lesbian week¬ 
end thing going on up there.” 

The Tuesday after her return, Paul Showerman 
allegedly ordered, “You will not interact in any 
conversation regarding your lifestyle with any 
employees. You will not discuss your sexual prefer¬ 


ence in any way, and you will not talk to my daugh¬ 
ter [Cheryl] about your life style.” 

In 1993 Baker became a sales representative for 
the company. Although the move was a promotion 
- and one she wanted - she alleges the job was 
given not for merit, but to move her away from 
Cheryl Showerman, who “did not want a lesbian 
working in her office.” 

Baker also alleges Paul Showerman rigged sales 
contests and promotions to ensure only straight, 
white persons were recognized for achievements. 
She claims witnesses can attest to Showerman 
instructing his computer analyst to alter report 
results so a trip for two to Cancun, Mexico was 
awarded to a white female, rather than the true recip¬ 
ient, a Hispanic woman. Baker also claims in her 
deposition that Showerman said he “would not have 
a lesbian represent my company on this cruise.” 

According to Baker, Showerman has been 
harassing her potential witnesses since the cause of 
action has been filed. 

The Showermans declined to comment on the 
action, but attorney Bob Danneskiold of Ferrari, Al¬ 
varez, Olsen and Ottoboni, representing the distrib¬ 
utorship, did say he believed the case has no merit. 

“Showerman’s does not treat their employees 
that way,” he told the B.A.R. “Outside of that, I 
can’t comment.” 

Bruce Nickerson, attorney for Baker, disagreed, 
and said that his client has “substantial witnesses to 
back her claim.” ▼

“breached the standard of care of prudent physi¬ 
cians in the community by commencing and main¬ 
taining a social/romantic/sexual relationship while 
Freeman was Mondelli’s psychiatric therapist.” 

The civil suit alleges that Freeman prescribed 
drugs with the intent to share them socially with 
Mondelli “even though the plaintiff was seeking 
treatment from Dr. Freeman for, among other 
things, a drug problem.” 

The suit reiterates charges that Freeman last 
July “assaulted, battered and attempted to murder” 


Mondelli, and caused “serious and permanent 
physical and mental/emotional injuries.” 

The suit reveals that last January 25, Mondelli 
filed a claim with the City and County of San 
Francisco stating he intended to commence legal 
action for professional negligence and carelessness 
while in the care and treatment of the defendants. 

The claim was denied on February 21, 1995. 

The suit says that in addition to serious physical 
injuries, Mondelli suffered and continues to suffer 
severe and extreme emotional disturbance, shock, 
and injury to his nervous system. 

Attorneys for both sides declined to comment on 
details of the case or speculate on possible dollar 
amounts that could be awarded to Mondelli. ▼

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Doctors and 
Women Still 
Clearing Basic 
AIDS Hurdles

W hen Alameda res¬ 
ident Carol 
Siporen shows up 
to deliver one of 
her speeches 
about HIV, people typically think 
she’s in the wrong room. So 
when she turns out to be the fea¬ 
tured expert on what it’s like to 
be a person with AIDS, Siporen 
counts it as a victory of sorts: she 
has smashed another stereotype 
of the “type” of person who con¬ 
tracts AIDS. 

Unfortunately, the 49-year- 
old Siporen told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “It seems to me that 
unless you get AIDS, people 
don’t get the message.” For 
example, women are finally 
hearing that, as a group, they are 
catching AIDS more, but there is 
still the misconception that it’s 
primarily from IV drug use and 
not from the usual means - 
which, according to Siporen, is 
unprotected sex. 

Dr. Katharine Clanon of 
Alameda County’s Highland 
Hospital estimated that of the 
606 AIDS patients treated at her 
clinic last year, 138 of them (23 
percent) were women. Because 
she often sees women who were 
careful about sharing needles, 
but not as careful about safe sex 
or testing, she underscored the 
need for better education - and 
for early intervention, since she 
continues to see women at a fair¬ 
ly advanced stage of the virus. 

Many of the patients at 
Highland escaped early detection 
by a physician because they 
lacked access to medical care. 
But Siporen said that even 
among women who have contact 
with medical care workers, “It’s 
the last thing a doctor looks for,” 
and as a result, she continues to 
see women who were diagnosed 
only in the later stages of AIDS. 

Women are typically diag¬ 
nosed only after their babies gets 
sick, when they come down with 
opportunistic diseases usually 
linked with HIV, or they turn up 
very low T-cell counts, she 
lamented. 

“The whole problem is soci¬ 
ety,” she told the B.A.R., which 
still stigmatizes HIV testing. 
What she would like to see is a 
complete reassessment of the 
way women and their doctors 
perceive the test, where “It’s not 
fear, it’s power. You get a pap 
smear, you examine your breasts. 
You get an HIV test.” 

In her case, doctors tested her 
for diabetes three times because 
she is overweight, and did not 
test her for HIV - despite a 
recurrent yeast infection that 
spread to her skin and failed to 
respond to medication. She was 
finally tested, and tested positive, 
in 1990. 

Siporen said she agrees with 
the position taken by the Centers 


for Disease Control against 
mandatory testing; women 
should be given the education 
and the choice, she said. 
Mandatory testing would simply 
force HIV disclosure under¬ 
ground, causing even fewer peo¬ 
ple to get tested. 

Trust, Marne, 
and support 

Before getting sexually 
involved with the man who ulti¬ 
mately transmitted HTV to her, 
Siporen told the B.A.R., they were 
both tested, “Because he came 
from a high-risk group and I came 
from a high-risk group.” She had 
been a student of popular culture 
during the pre-AIDS sexual revo¬ 
lution (or, as she put it, “like, way 
out there in the ’60s and ’70s and 
’80s” until she decided to “clean 
up her act” and seek out a stable 
relationship in 1987), and the man 
she eventually married had been 
an IV drug user. 

After she got word from her 
doctor that she had tested nega¬ 
tive, and after her fiancee told her 
he, too, was negative, Siporen 
said she felt safe. “I never 
thought anybody could lie about 
that,” she said; she was wrong. 

The truth began to surface 
when Siporen got pregnant and 
took a pre-natal AIDS test, which 
was followed up with a tele¬ 
phone call from a public health 
nurse. “She said that someone I 
had slept with within the past 
year had been diagnosed with the 
virus. So I needed to get tested 
again.” (She ultimately aborted 
the fetus because of the virus; 
she has two grown boys). “It 
never crossed my mind that it 
was my husband,” she said, even 
though he had been her only sex 
partner since they were tested in 
1987. “I just figured it must be 
something from my past.” Still, 
Carol followed doctor’s orders, 
got tested, and got the news. 

“And it turned out that he was 
infected, too. He denied it. 

“Actually,” she recalled, “he 
blamed me, about my past life, 
how many men I had slept with. I 
was one of these women who just 
took the blame for everything. 
...And he didn’t want me to tell 
anyone,” in his family or hers. 
She followed along with this for 
two years, during which time she 
racked her brains about whom 
she could have contracted HIV 
from. 

Carol went a little nuts from 
all the secrecy, she said. 
Thankfully, she found support. “I 
decided to get connected to a 
support group and to try to get 
into therapy. I needed to figure 
out all these issues because it 
was really bothering me that he 
didn’t want me to tell my chil¬ 
dren, and I didn’t know how to 
tell my children. All these issues 
started to come up.”

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Watching a 
disaster on TV 

Then one night while they 
were lying in bed watching a 
news piece on women and HIV, 
Carol received a shock second 
only to her original diagnosis. 
She watched and listened to an 
HIV-positive woman explain to 
the world how she had contract¬ 
ed the virus from a man she had 
been married to. 

The man was Siporen’s cur¬ 
rent husband. 

He quickly switched off the 
television - and instead of apolo¬ 
gizing for the lie he perpetrated, 
he merely asked, “Are you going 
to leave me?” 

Just as she felt after her posi¬ 
tive test results, Siporen felt 
numb, informing her husband 
she was not capable of making 
any decisions. 

After that, she said, every¬ 
thing fell in place, especially the 
secrecy. Through a series of con¬ 
tacts, she met the woman she had 
first seen on television. “By that 
time I was really demoralized.” 
And her husband was still in 
denial about the risks of trans¬ 
mitting HIV. 

Siporen found out he had also 
slept with other women, with 
whom he also failed to reveal his 
status. “I pushed the redial on the 
phone after he went to bed one 
night. This woman answered the 
phone and I said, ‘Hi. This is 
Carol.’ Then, ‘I think you’ve 
been sleeping with my husband 
and there’s something I need to 
tell you.’” 

Siporen said the woman said 
her husband claimed he was 
divorced. And then she filed for 
divorce. “I finally got the mes-

sage that it was better to be alone 
than to be with someone who 
was that dishonest.” 

Common ground 
at WORLD 

She soon discovered how 
common her experience was, 
through involvement with East 
Bay non-profit organizations like 
Center For AIDS Services and 
WORLD, Women Organized To 
Respond to Life-threatening 
Diseases. “When I got free of 
him I got really involved in the 
community trying to support 
other women, to get help for 
myself, and to connect with other 
women. What WORLD did for 
me at my first retreat was that 
you find out you are not alone,” 
that you can fall in love and get 
married after a positive HIV 
diagnosis. 


It also provides a group where 
women with HIV can discuss 
matters of concern and pass 
along vital information they 
don’t get from doctors; for 
instance, Siporen said that 
although her doctors still deny 
that problems with her menstrual 
cycle are AIDS-related, “Every 
[HIV-positive] woman that I’ve 
ever talked to has had problems.” 
She said most doctors either 
believe they know everything 
about the effects of AIDS drugs 
on women, or else know 
absolutely nothing about women 
and HIV. 

Now that Siporen is dealing 
with estrogen supplements as 
part of menopause, she and her 
doctors are mostly applying 
guesswork about their effects on 
her T-cell count. “There just has¬ 
n’t been enough research,” she 
said. 

Including women in clinical 
trials has filled in some of the 
blanks. Still, Siporen observed, 
“It’s not as easy for women to get 
into trials as men. I can’t really 
say that I’ve actually been denied 
anything. I just don’t think they 
advertise as much for women.” 
Dr. Clanon said that thanks to 
women activists, about eight to 
nine percent of big clinical trials 
are now made up of HIV-positive 
women. 

Siporen, a heterosexual 
woman, said she has boundless 
gratitude for the gay community, 
which has provided all PWAs 
with “a press that informs in 
detail on a weekly basis, and a 
community that really cares. 

“If it wasn’t for the gay com¬ 
munity,” she said, “we wouldn’t 
have had any services.” ▼ 


Women's AIDS Network 
Blasts CDC study suspension

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
dropped a bombshell during a Congressional hearing in 
May, when it announced its HIV Survey in Childbearing 
Women would be suspended. The Women’s AIDS 
Network, a San Francisco-based organization, immediately 
condemned the suspension of the largest federal survey 
tracking HIV infection in women. 

The hearing focused on the Newborn Infant HIV 
Notification Act, a bill introduced by Representative Gary 
Ackerman (D-NY), requiring that the survey be “unblind¬ 
ed” -changing it from an anonymous epidemiological sur¬ 
vey into a tool for individual diagnosis that would have 
tested childbearing women for HIV without their knowl¬ 
edge or consent. 

A similar bill was introduced in the California State 
Legislature by Senator Tim Leslie (R-Camelian Bay), 
Rachel Maddow of Women’s AIDS Network told the 
B.A.R. 

Although the CDC’s decision to halt the survey circum¬ 
vents Ackerman’s bill in the short run, proponents indicate 
it may be amended to require the CDC to resume the study 
in an unblinded manner, or simply to establish mandatory 
testing independent of the study. 

“If a mandatory testing bill is successful and if the CDC 
decides to permanently cancel the survey, we will simulta¬ 
neously begin nonconsensually testing a significant portion 
of .the female population and end our best method for plan¬ 
ning care and services for this population,” said Eileen 
Hansen, president of the Women’s AIDS Network. 

“Suspending the survey makes absolutely no public 
health sense,” Hansen said. “The decision may stop 
Ackerman’s current proposal, but it also caves in to politi¬ 
cal pressure from those who would mandate testing and 
ignores the importance of the survey. No one disputes the 
fact that this is one of the best tools for planning the fight 
against HIV infection in women. 

“Why cut it now, when women are one of the fastest 
growing populations of people with HIV?” ▼

t is unfortunately and 
undoubtedly true that young 
gay men are now serocon- 
verting at an alarmingly 
high rate, despite the experience 
and the decimation of the gener¬ 
ation of gay men immediately 
preceding them. When behavior 
modification strategies of AIDS 
prevention are clearly not work¬ 
ing, it is time to revisit them, 
find out what went wrong, and 
change the paradigm. 
Unfortunately, a few “experts” 
have begun saying the psycho¬ 
logical expense of getting tested 
for HIV antibodies is not worth 
the benefit of knowing that you 
are HIV positive. One of the 
supporting claims to that line of 
logic is that there is nothing that 
a person can do for the next 
three to seven years, so why 
bother to be tested? 

In reality, early intervention 
saves lives. 

For many, AIDS is a disease 
of wasting. Lean body mass is 
spent while fat mass is retained. 
The Kotler studies have reaf¬ 
firmed in AIDS what was 
learned about the metabolic 
changes in Irish hunger strikers 
and World War Two prisoners of 
war: once a person loses about 
half of their lean body mass, 
death ensues. In many cases, 
despite what the death certifi¬ 
cate says, the real cause of death 
is AIDS wasting. 

The metabolic changes that 
accompany HIV disease start 
early and are continuous. They 
can be detected well before there 
is any weight loss. Many, such as 
lactose intolerance and vitamin 
deficiencies, can also be 
addressed immediately through 
several important complemen¬ 
tary strategies. Physicians now 
know to provide HIV patients 
with nutritional consults. The 
dietary needs of an HIV positive 
person are different from those of 
an uninfected person, and dietary 
changes can be made immediate¬ 
ly without any toxic side effects. 
The effects of changes in dietary 
habits early in the course of HIV 
disease are increased absorption 
of nutrients, better general health, 
and probably a longer asympto¬ 
matic period. 

The story about metabolism 
doesn’t end there. Physicians 
are increasingly aware that 
nutrition is only a first step in 
building up lean body mass in 
people with HIV. In addition to 
nutritional intervention as a way 
to prevent unwanted weight 
loss, some people in the com¬ 
munity are experimenting with 
anabolic steroids, although 
there is little research on this 
approach in HIV-disease. Other 
hormonal therapies are also 
being used to treat wasting syn¬ 
drome: these include synthetic 
progesterone and human growth 
hormone. Each of these strate¬ 
gies can be used in the context 
of HIV disease, and the positive 
results are startling. 

Changes in the way people 
approach general health mainte¬ 
nance can be an important form 
of early intervention as well: 
elimination of harmful behav¬ 
iors that speed disease progres¬ 
sion are part of the general 
health maintenance strategy, as 
is the incorporation of progres¬ 
sive resistance exercise to build 
up stores of lean body mass. If 


an increased amount of lean 
body mass is associated with a 
survival benefit of several years 
and increased quality of life, it 
makes sense to start in early. 

One of the most important 
and most individualized early 
intervention strategies is stress 
reduction. No one stress reduc¬ 
tion technique works for every¬ 
one, nor should we expect it to. 
Indeed, stress reduction is the 
very reason that some recom¬ 
mend not getting an HIV test. 
We would argue that the stress 
of an HIV test is worth it, while 
other stresses can be more easily 
eliminated at a lesser cost, both

emotionally and physically. 

The alternative is to stick 
your head in the sand and wait 
until you develop symptomatic 
HIV disease. There are early 
interventions available to those 
who learn their status when they 
have 1000 CD4+ T-cells and to 
those who learn their status 
when they have only ten. 
However, there are many more 
useful strategies that can be 
employed to enjoy a long and 
productive life if you learn your 
status early and act on that 
information right away. 

There are some intrepid indi¬ 
viduals who choose to use 
antiviral drugs before their 
CD4+ T-cell counts drop to 500. 
Aware that there is no life- 
threatening disease where 
physicians choose to wait for 
symptoms before they treat the 
disease, these individuals 
choose to fight the virus early. 
There are mixed reviews on the 
experimental evidence of such 
early antiviral intervention, but 
the reasoning is sound. And 
drugs that are currently in devel¬ 
opment may eventually be 
found to work best at higher 
CD4+ T-cell counts. Other indi¬ 
viduals choose strategies with¬ 
out antivirals. Both are valid 
early responses and represent 
early intervention. 

AIDS research has not come 
to a standstill. Progress is steady 
and continual. If you can buy 
more years of quality, symp¬ 
tom-free life by making early 
changes in diet, in exercise and 
rest, by stress reduction and the 
judicious use of antiviral strate¬ 
gies, you increase your chances 
that you will be around for the 
next advances in treatment that 
will eventually bring HIV dis¬ 
ease under control. 

Get tested. Intervene early. 
Learn your options. It is never 
too early (or too late) to take 
charge of your own health. T

Imcompatible roommates

H arvard University was 
recently jolted by the 
murder-suicide of two 
young women, pre-med 
students who were roommates. 
Last week one of the women 
attacked her roommate with a 
knife while she slept, stabbing 
her over 45 times. She then bar¬ 
ricaded herself in a bathroom 
and hanged herself. The news 
reports have been vague as to 
what motivated the tragedy, but 
reading between the lines it 
sounds like this could be a case 
of Young Lesbian Homicide. 

The story comes at a bad 
time for Harvard (although it’s 
hard to think of a good time for 
such news), coming as it does 
on the heels of the Gina Grant 
story: Harvard had accepted the 
application of young Gina, 
based on her own story of how 
she’d overcome adversity and 
the death of her mother. The 
story had such wonderful feel¬ 
good potential that it got a lot of 
attention - enough that some 
person or persons sent the uni¬ 
versity clippings detailing 
exactly how Gina’s mother died: 
beaten to death by her daughter 
with a lead crystal candle hold¬ 
er. Gina pleaded no contest, was 
tried as a minor, and given less 
than a year behind bars. Upon 
discovering this bit of history, 
Harvard decided not to accept 
Gina, falling back on the fact 
that she lied on her application, 
since, of course. Harvard has no 
specific rule against accepting 


murderers. 

This was rather expertly 
pointed out in a recent column 
in The Nation by Alexander 
Cockbum, who mentioned that 
Harvard granted a degree to the 
head of the Guatemalan secret 
service, even though at the time 
he’d been found guilty of order¬ 
ing the deaths of hundreds of 
“state enemies,” including some 
American citizens. 

More bad PR for Harvard: it 
makes it look like they object to 
murder on a retail, but not a 
wholesale, basis. 

Cockburn concluded by 
commenting (before it was clear 
if Gina would be let into 
Harvard or not) that she still had 
a chance to get in because the 
murder was done with lead crys¬ 
tal. “If it had been an ax, the best 
she could have done would have 
been University of Chicago.” 

So the last thing Harvard 
needs right now is a young les¬ 
bian murder story. 

Extreme passions 

What makes me think that 
lesbian lust has anything to do 
with this grisly scenario? A 
number of small points, some 
telling details, and the cagey, 
blank manner in which the story 
has been developed. 

The two women had been 
roommates for two years, but 
one had just informed the other 
that she was planning to look 
elsewhere the coming year. Ms. 
Tadesse, who I identify as the 
just-dropped lover, had written a 
letter to her soon-to-be-ex¬ 


roommate protesting the antici¬ 
pated change. “I thought we 
were to do stuff together, you’ll 
always have a family to go to 
and I am going to have no one,” 
she wrote. 

It’s possible that it was a 
closeted lesbian relationship, 
with Tadesse not even being 
aware of the nature of her pas¬ 
sion for Ms. Ho, her victim. But 
a couple of things make me 
doubt this.

For one thing, the night 
before the murder/suicide 
Tadesse came home to find her 
room locked. We can’t know 
what Ho was doing behind 
closed doors, but the fact that 
she was doing something (or 
someone) was enough, appar¬ 
ently, to send her roommate into 
a murderous rage. 

And then there is the myste¬ 
rious letter to the campus paper: 
a couple of days before the mur¬ 
der, it received a picture of 
Tadesse with a typed note read¬ 
ing: “Keep this picture. There 
will soon be a very juicy story 
involving the person in this pic¬ 
ture.” It’s possible that the letter 
was sent by Tadesse herself, but 
it’s also possible that she was 
being blackmailed and that this 
pushed her. Authorities are try¬ 
ing, in vain so far, to find out 
who sent the letter. 

Finally, the whole affair just 
reeks of passions more extreme 


than those aroused by room¬ 
mates who just “didn’t get 
along.” In particular that 
Tadesse committed suicide after 
the murder suggests some sort 
of romantic motivation. Also, 
that she stabbed her roommate 
over 45 times tends to indicate 
some degree of heat. 

Closet to grave 

Of course, we can’t know for 
sure what the cause of the whole 
sordid episode was. For what 
it’s worth, if it were a lesbian 
homicide story, it’s being han¬ 
dled just as would be expected 
by the PR-conscious Harvard 
crowd. The parents of the dead 
students have, not surprisingly, 
been uninterested in talking to 
the press; one even went so far 
as to disconnect the phone. 

And one might ask, what dif¬ 
ference does it make? They’re 
both dead, and any secrets they 
might have are gone with them. 
It’s a tragedy; does it matter if 
it’s a lesbian tragedy? 

I would argue that it does. 
Aside from the general issue of 
gay visibility, and specifically 
lesbian visibility, it raises the 
issue of mainstream control of 
the presentation of sexual orien¬ 
tation. No doubt any cover-up of 
homosexuality would be justi¬ 
fied as “protecting” the victims, 
as though being lesbians were 
some sort of disgrace or dishon¬ 
or. 

Ultimately, the refusal to deal 
with the issue only makes it 
worse. It contributes to the sti¬ 
fling nature of the closet, which 


makes it more difficult for peo¬ 
ple like Tadesse to get assistance 
that might help her stop short of 
murder and suicide. 

It’s possible that there isn’t 
any lesbian angle to this story at 
all; that it was all a matter of Ho 
leaving Tadesse because “she 
would play her music too loud 
and was inconsiderate of her 
privacy,” as the papers suggest. 

It’s also possible that Tadesse 
was motivated by sublimated 
lesbian desire and that she was¬ 
n’t really even aware of what 
motivated her murderous behav¬ 
ior. In some ways I find this the 
most tragic possibility. 

But I believe that there was 
some explicit lesbian activity 
between the two. The 45 stab 
wounds, and the fact that 
Tadesse hanged herself after¬ 
ward, suggest a lot more passion 
than just about anything else 
could explain. 

If this is a case of lesbian 
homicide, it shows the main¬ 
stream’s determination to keep 
homosexuality out of the press. 
If it’s not, it illustrates the diffi¬ 
culty of reading between the 
lines to figure out when queer 
topics are being glossed over. 
How can we be expected to 
believe anything we read in the 
papers? 

Yeah, it’s possible that this is 
just a case of roommates having 
incompatibility problems. But I 
think it’s a case of faded love 
gone tragically astray. Once 
again, the closet converts, at sur¬ 
prisingly short notice, into the 
grave. ▼

condition. We’re going to have 
to deal with it. 

“What we’re aiming at - this 
is what is the reason for hope - 
is that we are convinced now 
that with combining different 
anti-viral methods in a synthetic 
drug or possible biological 
approaches ... we will be able 
in a few years, maybe even ear¬ 
lier - it may break quite soon in 
fact - be able to suppress this 
virus sufficiently so that the pro¬ 
gression of disease, if it occurs, 
is so slow that people will have 
an extended, let’s say, incuba¬ 
tion period. Instead of being on 
average ten years, it will be on 
average 20 years or 30 years or 
40 years. This will probably 
require continuing treatment.” 

The combination therapies 
may not be a “a realistic solu¬ 
tion yet for the Third World,” 
she said, “but for a country like 
this I think people will soon 
stop developing AIDS altogeth¬ 
er. They will have HIV disease 


and they will need anti-viral 
treatment, but it will never reach 
the point that the immune sys¬ 
tem is so destroyed that they 
become susceptible to all sorts 
of other things. So the ‘cure,’ as 
we see it, is a prevention - it’s 
what we call a secondary pre¬ 
vention of AIDS. 

“It’s not the primary preven¬ 
tion because we don’t have a 
vaccine yet and not one in sight 
very closely,” she said, “but a 
combination of education and 
safer sex - although that is not 
the solution either,” she 
acknowledged, because of the 
often uncontrollable element of 
passion. 

Passion, albeit a different kind, 
is something Krim is brimming 
with; it is the fight to control the 
disease that helps her carry on. 
And although the approach is sci¬ 
entific, the fight has become very, 
very personal. ▼

T he film Midnight 
Dancers (June 16, 
Castro, 11:15 p.m.) 
holds promise that 
director Mel Chionglo may be 
the Philippine’s next Lino 
Brocka. The very gay Brocka 
was a radical modem theater 
director who entered the world 
of mainstream (e.g. trashy) film 
in order to reach the broadest 
popular audience with his mes¬ 
sage of social justice and oppo¬ 
sition to the Marcos regime. 
Before his death, Brocka’s films 
screened at Cannes and at festi¬ 
vals in San Francisco, even 
while he himself was held in 
Marcos’ prison. 

Chionglo was sometimes 
production designer on 
Brocka’s films, and you can see 
his skill in the colorful look of 
Midnight Dancers. The exposi¬ 
tory scenes, as young Sonny 
gets recruited to work with his 
brothers at a Manila gay bar, 
hold promise of an expose. But 
a few minutes into the film, it 
appears there’s little beneath its 
production values. Yes, the 
film’s softcore sex scenes hold 
up fairly well. But even the 
spectacle of sinuous “snake 
dancing” by young men in brief 
briefs or in soapsuds can wear 
on one.

'Tokyo Cowboy' 

The 
Secret 
Life of 
No Ogawa

T he L/G Film Fest’s Tokyo 
Cowboy is a charming, 
quirky take on the well- 
worn theme of East meets 
West - in this case, the latter not as 
the geographical counterpart of 
Asia, but the wild West, that mythi¬ 
cal realm of popular imagination. 

The Tokyo cowboy is No Ogawa, 
a naive young Japanese man who 
endures the stultifying boredom of 
modem urban life by escaping into 
an inner fantasy world fed by his 
encyclopedic familiarity with the 
language, images, gestures, and 
themes of Hollywood Westerns. His 
fascination with the Wild West 
began in adolescent pen-pal 
exchanges with a Canadian “cow¬ 
girl” named Kate Beatty. After fail¬ 
ing as a “burger flip,” due to chronic 
mental lapses into the starring role 
of his inner Western (done as classic 
black-and-white movie scenes). No 
decides to visit his friend in the 
North American West and learn the 
Way of the Cowboy.

'The Naked Look' 

Under Western Eyes 


by Roberto Friedman 

L ocal filmmaker Michael Wallin’s “Black 
Sheep Boy” is the highlight of The Naked 
Look, a San Francisco International 
Lesbian & Gay Film Festival program of 
short works concerned with the voyeuristic gaze. 
Wallin’s 16mm film is a poetic meditation on his 
driving attraction to young men, the kind of boys 
the Festival program promotes as “barely legal” 
but who seem, on closer inspection, to be well into 


their twenties, if still flush with the beauty of 
youth. You may even find, as I did, some familiar 
faces among them. 

Like lyrical segments of Genet’s “Chant 
d’Amour,” the scenes of guys undressing in “Black 
Sheep Boy” are refreshingly unencumbered by a 
plot. Instead, a man’s voice serves as the guiding 
consciousness of the film as he describes his 
fetishizing of these youths, admitting that he is 
after a fantasy, not a reality. He conjures up an

'Parallel Sons' 


High (Queer) 

by Wendell Ricketts 


s soon as I become king, white boys with 
dreadlocks will be one of the first things 
to go. But Parallel Sons, which receives 
its West Coast premiere at the internation¬ 
al Lesbian & Gay Film Festival on June 14, has 
made me rethink all that. 

Set in a tiny town in upstate New York where 
northern rednecks give their southern counterparts 
a run for their money, John Young’s romantic 
tragedy is a cross between Thelma and Louise and 
E.M. Forster’s Maurice. In other words, it’s got 
“improbable gay love story” written all over it 
(which is what makes it romantic) and it seduces 
the viewer into a gullible optimism that one half of 
your brain immediately realizes is unwise: The 
way Young sets up conditions for his two young 
heroes, there’s just no way that everything’s gonna 
work out fine. 

One of the most engaging aspects of Parallel 
Sons is Young’s understated exploration of one of 
the most remarked upon but least analyzed phe¬ 
nomena in American culture: the fascination - 
even obsession - of young white kids with “hip- 
hop” culture. Parallel Sons’ Seth (Gabriel Mick) 
locks his long auburn hair, decorates his room with 
posters of African-American athletes and singers, 
gets down with gangsta rap, and talks to his little 
sister like this: “Hey, girl! You livin’ large? Word!” 


If it weren’t that Seth is so vulnerable and so 
sad, the caricature might be offensive. Instead, 
because these are obviously desperate attempts to 
hold on to something that might provide an anti¬ 
dote to the psychic constipation and lifelessness 
around him, Seth’s affectations are both touching 
and lovable. At the same time, he is all but defense¬ 
less when confronted by Marty, a beefy co-worker 
whose chief ambition in life is to become a guard 
at the local prison. “All this nigger shit!” Marty 
rages. “You don’t even know one, do you?” Seth 
has to admit that he doesn’t. 


Avoids cliches 

But all that is about to change. In one of those 
no-tuming-back plot twists worthy of an Anne 
Tyler novel, Seth finds himself harboring a young 
black fugitive. Knowledge (Lawrence Mason), 
who has been wounded in a jail break. Suddenly, 
Seth not only knows “one,” he’s forced to confront 
his entire fantasy about what black culture is 
(including the realization that there’s more than 
one) and to face facts about the life of this particu¬ 
lar African-American man that are almost too real. 


Romance 

The entire middle of the film, then, threatens to 
take the shape of one of those bridge-across-the- 
races, “gee, we’re really not so different after all” 
stories that are virtually unwatchable. But Parallel 
Sons doesn’t go there. 

Instead, thanks to Young’s filmmaking and the 
talents of Mason and Mick, Parallel Sons allows 
Seth and Knowledge to explore one another’s lives 
like two men falling in love and not like two “bud¬ 
dies” who are going to head straight back to their 
separate neighborhoods when the adventure is 
over. Their first mutual seduction in fact (in which 
no skin is bared) has got to go down in film histo¬ 
ry as one of the sexiest, most emotionally intricate 
scenes ever played between men. 

But you don’t have to be psychic to figure out 
that the people in Seth’s town are never going to 
leave this alone. (Think of it: It’s an interracial 
relationship, they’re gay, Knowledge is a convict¬ 
ed felon and an escapee and, indeed, there are 
other shocks in the plot I won’t reveal here). 

If Parallel Sons falters at all, it’s in coping with 
the sense of inevitability that looms over the film, 
practically from the start, like a storm cloud. 
Watching Seth and Knowledge move inexorably 
(and so slowly) toward a bad end becomes almost 
too painful. 

One is tempted to argue then that Parallel Sons 
falls into the “doomed faggot” school of filmmak¬ 
ing that we have so roundly condemned when it is 
practiced by Hollywood but which gay and lesbian 
filmmakers have regularly duplicated. But that is 
probably missing Young’s point. Parallel Sons’ 
desperate beauty and superb acting suggest an 
alternate analysis - that Young believed queer cin¬ 
ema needed not another happy-go-lucky story, but 
a tragedy as encompassing, harrowing and cau¬ 
tionary as Romeo & Juliet. 

What’s more, Parallel Sons is both steeped in 
and absolutely dedicated to the exposition of High 
Romance. When Seth and Knowledge decide to 
make a run for Canada through the Adirondack 
woods, hoping that crossing a border will mean not 
just a new life but a new dimension, they spend a 
night camped out under the stars. It’s the first time 
they make love and, as they set off again in the 
morning, their naive sense of hope is utterly irre¬ 
sistible. Whose heart doesn’t want to believe that 
with the man you love at your side and a clear day 
ahead of you, the rest of the world will never touch 
you again? ▼

As the 
characters intersect, working 
their personal agendas with the 
hapless No as an unlikely cata¬ 
lyst, a gentle comedy-of-errors 
- based in several cases of “mis¬ 
taken” identities - unfolds. 

Underpinning the humorous 
episodes of cross-cultural mis¬ 
understandings is a more seri¬ 
ous “hidden” issue: Kate’s inter¬ 
nalized homophobia and her 
reluctance to “come out” - figu¬ 
ratively and literally. She 
sequesters herself in the house, 
refusing to contact or see any¬ 
one, terrified that her relation¬ 
ship with Shelly will be discov¬ 
ered. At first, Kate’s tension is 
somewhat inexplicable and con¬ 
fusing; her mother and the other 
townspeople may be small- 
minded, but her sense of threat 


seems overwrought. For gay 
people living in rural isolation, 
though, the subtle terrors of 
being different in such insular, 
small-town communities and 
their potential for ostracism and 
violence, are palpable. 

Inevitably, Kate’s fear and 
loathing takes a toll on the 
women’s relationship, which is 
portrayed very discreetly, 
almost obliquely. Surprisingly, 
this is refreshing rather than 
annoying. The film isn’t focused 
solely on the “lesbian issue” but 
layers its themes of identity, 
resisting the social and cultural 
conditioning that shapes and 
constricts self-image into a wry 
narrative. Everyone in this odd 
constellation of characters idio- 
syncratically wrestles with the 
gap between public and private 
life, their “inside-house and out¬ 
side-house” personaes. No and 
Bill both stumble on the true 
nature of Kate and Shelly’s rela¬ 


tionship when the women open 
their house for a party with a 
cross-section of townsfolk, 
including the requisite obnox¬ 
ious homophobic jerk. 

It all shakes out at a Halloween 
costume party - an apt metaphor 
for the putting on of alternate 
identities. In a hilarious bit of gen¬ 
derbending, No and Kate simulta¬ 
neously mirror and shatter the 
fantasy vs. reality dichotomy at 
the heart of the film. 

In her first feature film, 
Kathy Gameau and a strong cast 
bring prize-winning Canadian 
writer Caroline Adderson’s 
screenplay to life. Tokyo 
Cowboy , like its amiable protag¬ 
onist, charms quietly with its 
sweet and funny ways. ▼

'Fiction and Other Truths: A Film About Jane Rule' 

Reeks With Integrity

any of us probably know Jane Rule only 
as the author of the ’50s-era novel on 
which the breakthrough mid-’80s film 
Desert Hearts was based. The “main¬ 
stream” success of that film, one of the first to por¬ 
tray lesbian desire with enough authenticity and 
frankness to elicit pleasurable sighs from gay girl 
viewers, should have set the stage for a renewed 
interest in Rule’s fiction. Yet the work of this impor¬ 
tant expatriate American writer remains underap¬ 
preciated in this country. Fiction and Other Truths, 
a new documentary by Cana.dian filmmakers Lynne 
Femie and Aerlyn Weissman, who produced 1993’s 
Forbidden Love: The Unashamed Stories of 
Lesbian Lives, will inspire viewers to take another 
(or a first) look at Rule’s work. 

Using the hybrid form employed in Forbidden 
Love, the film breaks up the standard “talking 
heads” documentary format with narrative 
sequences based on Rule’s fiction and historical 
footage. Interviews with longtime colleagues, 
including acclaimed writer Margaret Atwood, offer 
personal views of Rule’s impact on Canadian liter¬ 
ature and culture. Ultimately, though, it is Rule’s 
own thoughtful, articulate, and down-to-earth pres¬ 
ence that animates this film chronicle of her life 
and work. She emerges as a woman of tremendous 
integrity and depth - a lesbian literary godmother 
of sorts, although Rule eschews any claim to “role 
model” or “icon” status. In fact, she notes that the 
only useful role models are “bad ones,” because 
“good ones simply get in the way of your develop¬ 
ing into the person you are destined to be.” 

Rule’s life path overlapped social and political 
shifts that had, and still have, profound implica¬ 
tions for lesbians and gays. The paranoid obses¬ 
sions of the McCarthy era formed the cultural 
background of her young adulthood, compelling 
Rule’s decision in 1956 to leave the constricted 
intellectual and social atmosphere of New England 
for Canada. Her life-partner Helen Sonthoff joined 
her in the move. 

Then 25, Rule taught at the University of British 
Columbia, and the couple joined and helped shape 
Vancouver’s progressive literary community in the

’60s and ’70s. The 1964 publication of The Desert 
of the Heart, Rule’s third novel (her first to be pub¬ 
lished), was both a literary and personal coming- 
out. The book elicited uneasy mixed critical 
response: the literary establishment acknowledged 
Rule’s talent, but found the work “too frank.” As 
one reviewer nervously wrote, “its treatment of 
lesbianism makes it seem 
desirable .” 

Rule went on to write seven 
more novels and several 
collections of essays and 
stories. She notes that from 
childhood she has moved 
around a lot, and so a liter¬ 
ary preoccupation has been 
community - how people 
connect, fit in or disrupt, 
and create it. Marilyn 
Schuster of Smith College 
describes her as “a cartog¬ 
rapher of communities” 

- and notes that borders - 

and crossing them - often 
emerge as themes in Rule’s work. Although she 
has stopped writing books (a conscious choice: 
“I‘ve said all that I needed to say in that form”). 
Rule remains an engaged and passionate intellect. 
For many years she wrote a column for the 
Toronto-based gay newspaper, The Body Politic , 
and continues to lend her formidable voice to 
issues of civil rights and censorship, most recently 
in the Little Sisters bookstore case. 

Throughout the film. Rule gracefully and 
unpretentiously articulates her thoughts on art, pol¬ 
itics, sexuality, gender, society, aging, and death - 
revealing a life of great intelligence, clear-eyed 
compassion, and impeccable honesty. Fiction and 
Other Truths is an affectionate portrait of this 
important lesbian-of-letters, one that reclaims Rule 
as a vital and uncompromising voice. T

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Doug Witkins' 'No Ordinary Love' 

Unsatisfying Soap

n its festival guide, Frameline proudly com¬ 
pares the look of No Ordinary Love to that of 
Melrose Place. While visually the movie is 
slick enough, its real similarity to a nighttime 
soap lies in its characters, the usual assortment of 
double-crossing friends and two-timing lovers, and 
in its story line, which is filled with robbery, 
bribes, murder and fairly rampant fucking. 

Writer/director Doug Witkins puts a brash queer 
spin on all these familiar elements of the soap 
genre, and yet this homofied Melrose Place never 
satisfies. Witkins doesn’t seem to realize that all 
soaps, whether they be the creation of Tori’s dad or 
a gay maverick filmmaker, require lively charac¬ 
ters whom, if we can’t like or relate to, we can at 
least relish hating. All No Ordinary Love gives us 
is a bland, shallow and money-obsessed bunch of 
young Los Angelenos, nearly every one of them a 
cliche: angry rocker-chick Wendy, arch-bitch/hunk 
Andy, comic fat guy Ben, Asian student Vince and 
so on. 

These characters are linked by their relationship 
with the dashing, nefarious Tom (Dan Frank), who 
we see mainly in flashbacks since he topples to his 
death in the movie’s pre-title sequence. Tom, it 
turns out, was the roommate, lover and manipula¬ 
tor of both Kevin (Smith Forte) and Wendy (Ericka 
Klein). Kevin is haunted by memories of Tom, who 
apparently didn’t “respect limits” in their domi¬ 
nant-submissive role playing. (In flashback, we see 
a control ritual they engaged in where Tom snuffs 
out a cigarette on the palm of the terrified Kevin.) 

Tom has left Wendy with more than just emotional 
scars; she’s pregnant with his child. 

Despite all this emotional tumult, the biggest 
concern of Kevin and Wendy, as well as fellow 
roommates Vince (Koing Kuoch) and Andy 
(Robert Pecora), is losing Tom’s share of the rent 
on their posh, ultra-modem LA Hills home. They 
think they’ve found the perfect roommate in Ben 
(Mark S. Larson), but it’s not long before he’s gob¬ 
bling their food, snooping around their rooms and 
covering up a crime that at least one other room¬ 
mate has complicity in. Numerous plot twists fol¬ 
low, but they’re so predictable (especially the ones 
involving Tom’s death) and the characters such 
brain-dead LA creeps, that I’d lost interest long 
before the movie’s drawn-out conclusion. 

There is one appealing subplot involving Vince 
and his pining for the sexy cholo/tagger next door, 

Ramon (Tymme Reitz). While gay crushes on 
(seemingly) het hunks have become one of the 
most hackneyed plot devices in queer cinema, this 
time it’s handled sweetly and believably. But it’s 
infuriating that, in the end, we’re offered no satis¬ 
fying resolution to their relationship; the two are 
merely caught up in the movie’s final, and most 
preposterous, plot twist.

How bad was No Ordinary Love ? About 
halfway through, I began hoping one of those 
famous LA canyon firestorms would sweep over 
the hideous manse that these roomies love so much 
and incinerate every one of them.

ideal boyman, full of “sexual 
vitality, maddeningly self- 
involved, irresponsible, inca¬ 
pable of really giving.”

serves multiple takes of the 
same subject: this stuttering 
tempo, combined with bursts of 
flash and the candid quality of 
the posing, gives the film a 
rough, underground look that’s 
very appealing and appropriate 
to its grunge mileau. 

Some footage of the now- 
defunct High Risk Group, intercut 
throughout, serves only to distract. 
The study of movement may be 
quite apt in describing how men 
interact physically, but the scenes 
of High Risk dancing really 
deserve to be in another film. 

Because the soundtrack is 
independent of the visuals, 
Wallin is able to make some 
good sonic jokes, such as a nifty 
popping sound whenever a guy 
undoes that first button of his 
jeans. “Black Sheep Boy” cele¬ 
brates that uncorking with eroti¬ 
cism, philosophy and poetry. 

If only the balance of The 
Naked Look program were so 
inspired. Ken Anderlini’s 
‘Tangled Garden, Act II, Scene 
II” purports to be an interpreta¬ 
tion of erotic male nudes in art 
history. Live models pose in 
front of projections of classic 
paintings. The exercise only 
proves that art suffers in repro¬ 


duction. (By virtue of a dubbing 
snafu by Frameline, I also 
screened Anderlini’s “Tangled 
Garden, Act /, Scene II,” which 
turned out to be an artsy take on 
the domestic history of the Jersey 
cow. Certain scenes of milking I 
found more visually absorbing, 
and potentially erotic, than the 
segment chosen for the Festival.) 

And Jose Torrealba’s 
“Limites” is a long visit to the 
studio of Peruvian photographer 
Carlos Quiroz, who lovingly 
shoots film of toothsome 
French-Canadian male models 
who have lots to offer, stripped 
down and oiled up. There sure is 
a lot of eye candy up on the 
screen as we are party to these 
photo sessions, and this may be 
enough for most of the intended 
audience. But before too long, 
Quiroz’s voice-over sharing his 
ideas about pornography and 
eroticism sags, and the sec¬ 
ondary voyeurism of watching 
him take pictures of naked men 
doesn’t sustain the video’s 47- 
minute length. ▼

'Queer Orientalia'

II jig I hile the People’s

tence of homosexuality among 
its over one billion inhabitants, 
high-profile, award-winning 
films like Farewell My 
Concubine, The Wedding 
Banquet, Vive L’amour and too 
many insufferable fairy farces 
from Hong Kong are busily 
emerging to suggest otherwise. 

Clearly, being gay within the 
cultural context of one of the 
world’s earliest civilizations has 
its inconveniences. The intrigue 
surrounding the Asian American 
queer identity deepens with the 
unfortunate persistence today of 
the M. Butterfly syndrome - 
minority myths about feminized 
men and invisible lesbians that 
conspire to stir doubt, anger, 
and self-examination amongst 
members of the other other. 

As some sort of a Queer 
Asian-Pacific Islander (API) 
Issues 101 primer, the L/G Film 
Festival’s Queer Orientalia, a 
101-minute collection of shorts 
(five shot on video, one 16 mm) 
is long overdue. The idealized 
mixed-couple scenario in The 
Wedding Banquet may present a 
pretty-as-a-picture take on the 
subject, but dissecting down- 
and-dirty details remains the 
vocational domain of documen- 
tarians and no-budget film and 
videomakers. 

Indeed, “dirty” appears to be 
the recurring theme here as four 
out of six entries are united in 
imagery by a bizarre compul¬ 
sion for sexual explicitness, 
albeit to varying degrees of suc¬ 
cess. The five-minute Peter 
Fucking Wayne Fucking Peter 
(1994) by Canadian Wayne 
Yung is a sensuous, rhythmic 
piece of erotic expression that 
challenges the clandestine 
indignity of the widely-held 
Asian bottom/Caucasian top 
duality. With guts, verve and 
poetry, Yung’s confessional 
piece makes provocative con¬ 
nections between bottom pride 
and gay pride. 

In contrast, Terry Chiu’s 
Bottom (1994) may outlast the 
former by a couple of minutes, 
but in terms of style and sub¬ 
stance it’s less distinguished. 
Bogged down by a barrage of 
tired visual cliches - really, are 
we still setting lanterns aflame 
to imply psychological cathar¬ 
sis? - Bottom fails to justify its 
selection in this compilation, 
especially in light of its striking 
semblance premise-wise to the 
superior Peter Fucking ....

capture the exuberant verite of 
healthy, yet thoughtful, young¬ 
sters excited about starting a 
sticky rice revolution, Hoang is 
dead serious about having fun in 
documenting an historic mile¬ 
stone. -in fact, somebody even 
shouts “Ethnicity’s in!” One 
minor irritation: Hoang ought to 
have exercised restraint after 
plugging his umpteenth straight 
visual pun involving chopsticks, 
a rice bowl and its sticky con¬ 
tents. 

More metaphors get beaten 
to death by Tran T. Kim-Trang’s 
aletheia and kore (both 1994); 
the filmmaker has a disturbing 
obsession with the human eye, 
an organ interpreted as the rock 
of all human behavior in both 
pieces. The simplistic AIDS- 
awareness rhetoric of kore (17 
minutes) is offset by some eye¬ 
catching images, including the 
sole portrayal of lesbian sex in 
the program. What is less excus¬ 
able is the flashy montage-filled 
16 minute aletheia, which 
defies any logical explanation 
for its inclusion here. Sure, the 
eye could be conceived as a 
location of cultural differentia¬ 
tion and discrimination for East 
Asians, but hardly gay ones by 
any means. 

The dramatic epic of the lot, 
Preservation of the Song (1995), 


boasts 16mm origins and pro¬ 
duction values that would draw 
envy from its counterparts. 
Director Carter Martin makes 
brilliant use of dissolves and a 
team of spirited amateur actors 
to construct a moving Chicago- 
set study of a racially mixed 
couple - a white activist and a 
Filipino nurse - who face a rela¬ 
tionship crisis when they realize 
that their time together is being 
eroded by political causes and 
caring for AIDS patients. No 
sex, just a generous dose of 
veracity about family, injustice 
and sacrifice. 

Martin’s work makes a 
strong point for future curators 
of such programming. Why 
bother with exercises in preten¬ 
sion and semi-interesting queer 
’n’ Asian discourse of mere nov¬ 
elty value when there is so much 
heart and soul to let loose on the 
screen? Equally pertinent is that 
API sisters out there should not 
allow their brothers to steal their 
storm. Start rolling those cam¬ 
eras! What are the cultural 
assumptions that plague Asian- 
American women? Rice kings 
anyone? ▼

'Costa Brava' 

Catalan Romp

cenic Barcelona and 
the surrounding 
Catalan countryside 
provide the romantic 
setting for Marta Balletbo- 
Coll’s quirky but charming 
debut feature, Costa Brava. 

Barcelona is a cosmopolitan 
city. It was home to many great 
artists from the late 19th and 
early 20th centuries - Picasso, 
Miro, Gaudi, Dali were 
Catalan. And the Costa Brava, 
the Mediterranean shoreline of 
northern Spain, sports beaches 
patronized by gay men and 
women from all over Western 
Europe. It’s easy to see why 
San Francisco actress and film 
buff Desi del Valle jumped at 
the chance to go to Catalonia to 
co-star. 

As Costa Brava opens, 
Anna (Balletbo-Coll), a play¬ 
wright, is videotaping her play 
-1 mean monologue - on a city 
rooftop, while Gaudi’s unfin¬ 
ished modernist cathedral, La 
Sagrada Familia, towers in the 
distance. Anna’s hoping to get 
a gig touring her work around 
San Francisco and the United 
States. Meanwhile, she meets 
the way cute Montserrat 
Ehrzman-Rosas (del Valle), a 
nice Sephardic girl born in Tel 
Aviv but raised in Boston and 
New York. Montserrat is a sci¬ 
entist - something to do with 
seismology and bridges. She’s 
also either bisexual or a lesbian 
but is afraid to commit to a 
female-female relationship. 
(At one point Anna tells her, 
“In life you gotta be brave, you 
know? You’re not doing men, 
you’re not doing women, 
you’ll be doing museums!”) 
They want to be together forev¬ 
er but circumstances may force 
them to part. 

Marta Balletbo-Coll’s pres¬ 
ence on the screen really 
makes this movie. She’s origi¬ 


nal, if neurotic; and her intelli¬ 
gent, low-key humor is as 
omnipresent as the pictures of 
an ex-lover strewn about her 
apartment. Del Valle, on the 
other hand, seems so sponta¬ 
neous and American in her 
character’s preoccupation with 
her own identity. 

What Costa Brava also 
manages to capture beautifully 
are those awkward moments of 
being with someone and want¬ 
ing desperately to communi¬ 
cate something (like “I want to 
go to bed with you right now”) 
yet not finding the right words. 
The initial awkwardness 
between these two women, 
who like each other but haven’t 
gotten up the nerve to express 
it yet, is realistic and comical. 

But from there they go 
straight to behaving as a mar¬ 
ried couple. My only com¬ 
plaint, aside from the flick’s 
predictable plot, is that I didn’t 
get to see much of the passion 
that typifies new love. 

Perhaps the passion simply 
happens offscreen, like in the 
scene where the camera looks 
off into the Mediterranean 
while the couple enjoy their 
first kiss. Sometimes the cam¬ 
era behaves quite modestly, 
visually obscuring private 
moments by focusing away 
from the action, or allowing 
objects into the line of sight, or 
by peeking at the action for just 
one second. The effect resem¬ 
bles that of someone shyly 
recounting personal stories and 
jumping past the juicy parts. 

By the way: Costa Brava 
was made in English, with little 
bits of Catalan and French, not 
in Spanish. T

^ " ing that one is on the 

outside of life looking in. 
British filmmaker Terence 
Davies is no stranger to this 
theme. It figured noticeably in 
his acclaimed films Distant 
Voices, Still Lives and The Long 
Day Closes. The genesis of 
these works is reflected in 
Davies’ trilogy of short black 
and white films made between 
the years 1976 and 1984. 

“Children,” the first part of 
this highly autobiographical trio 
of films, follows the young 
Robert Tucker through his days 
at a boys’ school. Tucker is the 
archetypal sissy. He is torment¬ 
ed by his peers and longs silent¬ 
ly for the sexual attention of an 
upperclassman he watches tak¬ 
ing a shower. His alcoholic 
father beats his mother, and 
young Robert leads an adoles¬ 
cent life of quiet desperation, 
like many gay men of any gen¬ 
eration. 

In the second segment, 
“Madonna and Child,” the adult 
Tucker becomes an unattractive 
middle-aged queer who leads a 
closeted life while caring for an 
aging mother at home. His iso¬ 
lation leads him to furtive sexu¬ 
al encounters in public 
restrooms. In one wonderful 
segment, Tucker is in the con¬ 
fessional, admitting only minor 
transgressions, when he has a 
flashback of giving a blow job. 
And in the final part, “Death and 
Transfiguration,” Tucker, near 
death after a stroke, lapses into a 
stream of consciousness reverie 
about his past life and what 
awaits on the other side. 

It is interesting to trace the 
evolution of Davies’ art through 
these three films. Each one is 
more sophisticated than the pre¬ 
vious one; the filmmaker’s use 
of music as a thematic counter- 
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by Paul Bollwinkel 

f romantic love were every¬ 
thing it’s cracked up to be, 
movies like Devotion and 
Change the Frame, two 
offerings in this year’s Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival, would 
never be made. Both love stories 
look at what happens to couples 
- in this case lesbians - when 
the glow of intimacy gives way 
to boredom, miscommunica- 
tion, separation and infidelity. 

Devotion, directed and writ¬ 
ten by Mindy Kaplan, features 
Jan Derbyshire as Sheila, a les¬ 
bian stand-up confix on the 
verge of mainstream success. 
When they aren’t separated by 
Sheila’s busy touring schedule, 
Sheila lives happily in 
Vancouver with her lover of 
four years, Julie, an artist and 
gallery owner. Sheila is negoti¬ 
ating for her own TV sitcom 
when suddenly and unexpected¬ 
ly her former best friend and 
almost lover, Lynn, re-enters her 
life. 

Now married but carrying a 


lifetime of unexpressed lesbian 
desire, Lynn wants to rekindle 
their flame, even though her 
rejection of Sheila 15 years ear¬ 
lier resulted in attempted sui¬ 
cide and years of therapy for 
Sheila, traumas that have influ¬ 
enced Sheila’s unfortunately not 
very funny stand-up routines. 

Slickly produced (for a low- 
budget feature), Devotion is an 
involving soap opera that clev¬ 
erly sets up its conflicts through 
flashbacks and solid, believable 
dialogue. Like the best daytime 
soaps, the structure creates a 
relentless sense of “what will 
happen next.” Even corny lines 
like “If you walk out on this 
conversation it will be the last 
one we have,” or a furious, 
Dynasty-esque “Where the hell 
have you been?”, snapped at 
fever-pitch intensity, seem right 
on target. 

Kaplan has done a great job 
establishing a group of lesbian 
characters - Sheila, Julie and 
their friends - who, in contrast 
to the mixed-up Lynn, are happy 
with themselves and move easi- 


point, and his unique photo¬ 
graphic style, develop as the tril¬ 
ogy progresses. Davies’ signa¬ 
ture traits are his slow pans and 
zooms and his preference for a 
static camera when framing a 
subject in lengthy repose. 

The films in this trilogy of 
early works are not as accom¬ 
plished as Davies’ later films, 
yet each one possesses a crys¬ 
talline point of view that proves 
mesmerizing. The overall effect 
of the films, however, is quite 
depressing. The ugly, pathetic, 
and repressed Robert Tucker is a 
stand-in for the filmmaker him¬ 
self, and Tucker’s dilemma is 
the one Davies has confronted 
in his own life. The difficulty 
some viewers may have with 
Davies’ work is its hopeless¬ 
ness. For those who have expe¬ 


rienced this sort of isolation and 
desperation and passed through 
it, there may be liberation in the 
knowledge that others were sim¬ 
ilarly afflicted. For those who 
are still in the middle of a life 
like Tucker’s, this trilogy may 
be enough to push them off the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 

The power of Davies’ work is 
undeniable, and his cinematic 
technique is now firmly estab¬ 
lished, but with this trilogy and 
two later films now behind him, 
I hope he can begin to explore 
other themes. If not, he may 
become the Sylvia Plath of 
British cinema -and we all 
know where that leads. T

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the other hand, who run the risk 
of needing “their ass sewed up.” 
You can easily spot the differ¬ 
ence too in the characters’ 
shirts: cotton means straight, 
floral or rayon equals gay. 

There are only two halfway- 
healthy pairings shown. One is 
between married hetero Joel and 
his rich but young gay “daddy.” 
The other is a friendship 
between Joel’s wife, who wants 
to go to Japan as an entertainer, 
and transgendered Michelle, 
who helps her to do it. But the 
changing nature of openly gay 
relationships between people in 
the Philippines is barely 
touched on. 

The director needed help 
with the dialogue and should 
have received it: scriptwriter 
Ricardo Lee was responsible for 
a very moving drama about 
Dolzura Cortez, the first woman 
in the Philippines to admit (in 
1993’s Dahil Mahal Kita ) that 
she has AIDS. The editing is 
clunky, and Romantic music 
crescendoing for emotion does 
not help. 

Still, the film will have an 
audience. The explicit relation¬ 
ship, including a scene in bed, 
between a “straight” dancer and 
a transsexual was probably a 
breakthrough, even for “shock 
me” habitues of Philippine 
melodrama. 

More successful 

When it comes to suggest¬ 
ing the deep undercurrents in 
any relationship - or the solid 
differences and discovered 
similarities of interracial ones 
- Parallel Sons by director 
John G. Young simply shines. 
Seth (Gabriel Mick) tries to 
escape the NRA mentality of 
his hick home town by dread¬ 
ing his blond hair into locks 
and being a wannabe bangee 
boy. Knowledge (Laurence 
Mason) actually escapes juve¬ 
nile authorities, and we find 
him wounded, robbing Seth 
late one night at the diner. But 
Knowledge accomplishes a 
transformation from “bad 
nigga” to vulnerable victim to 
object of desire in short order, 
and very believably. He and 
Seth are like the mixed 
Poitier/Tony Curtis couple in 
The Defiant Ones. Do see it. 
Parallel Sons plays the Castro 
Theatre Wed., June 14 at 9 
p.m. 

An even less likely pairing 
are the two historical and hys¬ 
terical characters created by the 
late Ron Vawter in Jill 
Godmillow’s film Roy 
Cohn/Jack Smith (Thurs., June 
15, Castro, 4:30 p.m.). You 
may recall Vawter, who played 
the other lawyer with AIDS in 
Philadelphia , his last film role 
before his own demise. He was 
also an experimental theater 
actor; two of his works are 
shuffled together here, saved 
on celluloid for posterity. In 
one guise he is the horribly 
evil, highly nasal, closeted Roy 
Cohn (ex-chief counsel for Joe 
McCarthy), who is shown here 
in a speech opposing gay rights 
before the American Society 
for the Protection of Family. 
Interspersed is the monologue 
of the deeply disturbed and 
highly stoned glitter queen cre¬ 
ated by avant-garde filmmaker 
Jack Smith, bedecked in an 
Egyptian headdress and bejew- 
eled like his beloved B-movie 
queen, Maria Montez. The edit¬ 
ing is ingenious. The look is 
gorgeous. In short, it is impos¬ 
sible to take your eyes off 
either of the two gay monsters 
that Vawter indelibly re-cre¬ 
ates. T

Then there are the three 
brothers: the married Joel, the 
street-wild Dennis, and 18-year- 
old novice Sonny (Lawrence 
David), with lips to die for. The 
Cebuano family’s poverty is 
symbolized by their mother 
(Perla Bautista) and her reluc¬ 
tant acceptance of the much- 
needed money they earn by 
stripping in a gay bar and sleep¬ 
ing with bakla (male homosexu¬ 
als). However, all social issues 
here get dealt with superficially, 
and unadulterated melodrama 
quickly bubbles to the soapy 
surface. 

Few if any of the players 
avoid being stereotypes. Mom is 
no simple family member, she’s 
The Mother, who laments in 
grand histrionics, as befits Mary 
at the foot of the cross. Sonny is 
such an innocent that he doesn’t 
know he’s being asked about 
doing oral or anal sex when an 
effeminate potential customer 
queries, “You sing and dance, ka 
baT 

The dancers are pure trade.

arren Sonbert, 
experimental film¬ 
maker and former 
Bay Area Reporter 
film critic, died May 31 in San 
Francisco of AIDS-related com¬ 
plications. He was 47 years old. 

Sonbert was a native of New 
York City and began making 
films while attending New York 
University in the mid-’60s. His 
work earned immediate recog¬ 
nition from filmmaker Jonas 
Mekas and critic James Stoller, 
founder of the Moviegoer jour¬ 
nal. In addition to making films 
and writing about them, Sonbert 
also taught filmmaking at sever¬ 
al institutions, including the San 
Francisco Art Institute, the 
School of the Art Institute of 
Chicago, and Bard College. 

Sonbert’s films have been 
shown in film festivals around 
the world and are in the perma¬ 
nent film collections of the 
Museum of Modem Art, the 
American Federation of the 
Arts, the Anthology Film 
Archives in New York, Centre 
Beaubourg in Paris, the British 
Film Institute, the Royal Film 
Archives in Brussels and the 
Hamburg Art School. 

The filmmaker described his 
films as a combination of “docu¬ 
mentary, travelogue, home movie 
and narrative.” He didn’t use 
actors or conventional storytelling 
techniques and typically accom¬ 
panied his visual assemblages 
with elaborate soundtracks featur¬ 
ing popular or classical music. 
The films possess a startling emo¬ 


tional tension: “I want to keep the 
audience on their toes,” he said in 
a 1990 interview. “I don’t want 
the audience to feel comfortable. 
Every cut should feel like a wake- 
up slap.” 

In a 1990 interview with 
Daniel Mangin, Sonbert noted 
that being gay enabled his cre¬ 
ativity, allowing him to remain 
“open” to new possibilities in 
both life and art.

Vancouver’s gay social world. Sheila is the ring¬ 
leader, the charismatic center of their universe, so 
when she decides that Lynn is too much of a temp¬ 
tation to ignore, the threat to Julie affects them all. 

Kaplan’s only misstep in the creation of Sheila 
is a silly attempt to flesh out her character by giv¬ 
ing her a day job volunteering at a children’s pet¬ 
ting zoo. The contrast between stand-up comedy 
riffs about lesbian cruising and Julie Andrews’ 
breasts and donkey rides and ostrich chasing with 
the kiddies seems awkward. 

Devotion’s weakest link is Lynn (Cindy 
Girling), who, with her tightly piled blond hair and 
stem, overly made-up face, seems like an evil dyke 
from a closeted ’60s melodrama. She’s so broadly 
arch and serious that Julie should be able to smell 
her coming a mile away. Still, near the end, when 
Girling lets down her hair and at long last tearful¬ 
ly, rapturously expresses her pent-up passion, the 
audience may gasp at the intensity. Sheila certain¬ 
ly does. 

Change the Frame, which I saw in rough cut 


without a musical score or finished ambient sound, 
covers the same basic ground of marital discord 
and infidelity. Rachel, an Argentinean teacher’s 
aide, shares her life in Colorado with Angela, an 
aimless, bored hot dog vendor. If Rachel isn’t busy 
at school she spends her time having long, stilted 
conversations about life and love with a bearded, 
lummox-like male colleague who exists only as a 
sounding board. When restless Angela, a far more 
interesting character, grows tired of Rachel’s pre¬ 
occupations and begins to stray, the lummox offers 
Rachel a shoulder to cry on. 

Primarily a series of static, two-shot (the cam¬ 
era rarely moves at all) conversations between 
amateur actors, Change the Frame lacks any sense 
of dramatic development or suspense. There’s 
never an urgent or even particularly logical link 
between scenes, and the romantic outcome, which 
is never really in doubt, is less a cause for celebra¬ 
tion than relief. If love were this monotonous no 
one would even bother. T

'Buskers' Looks 
A Hoary Cliche 

Busked

n case you’re wondering 
| what heterosexual men do 
v after making love, the 
" somewhat far-fetched 
answer is provided in Buskers, 
the Tommy Tune vehicle cur¬ 
rently playing a pre-Broadway 
try-out at the Golden Gate 
Theatre: They put on their tap 
shoes and do a number with the 
boys. 

What I wonder about is 
brought to mind but not 
answered by Buskers : How can 
a group of professionals get 
together to create a show and 
come up with something so stu¬ 
pid? 

For though Buskers is a bois¬ 
terous vehicle, it is the wrong 
one for Mr. Tune, who should 
feature the feather-light beauty 
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of his arm extensions in some¬ 
thing more romantic. Although 
the show’s amiable score, by 
Disney studio regulars Richard 
and Robert Sherman, will make 
a fun sing-along cast album, the 
music mostly sounds like dis¬ 
cards from Mary Poppins; and 
although the choreography is 
okay, it is never exceptional and, 
in the big tap routine, decidedly 
disappointing. 

I could go on with my list of 
althoughs, but the bottom line is 
stupid. Boy, whom we really 
don’t know or care for except 
that he’s Tommy Tune, meets 
girl. Although she’s played by 
the winning Darcie Roberts, girl 
is and remains an opportunistic, 
thieving, shallow Eve 
Harrington type, only without 
Eve’s enticing villainy; boy 
loses her, gets her back, and 
then decides, quite rightly, that 
she’s not worth it. 

Now, besides - or maybe 
because of - the fact that I’ve 
been a homosexual all of my 
life, this plot has always bored 
me to tears. And somehow, in a 
revival of an old-fashioned 
show, like My Gal Sal, Crazy for 
You, or even Mr. Tune’s My One 
and Only, a quaint, old-fash¬ 
ioned plot is part of our enjoy¬ 
ment. But a show created in 
1995 just cannot boast Buskers’ 
cliches. It also merely brushes 
up against the real story that lies 
waiting within it, that of a girl 
desperate to get a job “inside,” 
on a real stage, because the 
increasingly unfriendly attitude 
of cops toward riff-raff and the 
blackout imposed by the Blitz of 
London are causing the end of 
the Busker tradition. 

Such a story would allow for 
all the old-fashioned music hall 
numbers we want, but in a story 
with contemporary credibility - 
well, that ain’t this show. 

Momentary plusses include 
the vaudevillian largess of 
comic Marcia Lewis, and the 
gaunt good looks of a blond 
chorus boy, who becomes quite 
a stud when doubling as a butler, 
his golden hair slicked back sen¬ 
suously. 

This marks at least the sec¬ 
ond show in which Mr. Tune 
can’t find the right role to pre¬ 
sent his gay identity (those arm 
extensions. Tommy: perhaps for 
someone in The Red Shoes) and 
the second in which Mr. Tune’s 
clout has been used to promote 
the career of director/choreogra¬ 
pher Jeff Calhoun. If this is 
Broadway’s next big name, 
bring me another revival of 
Dolly , please. T

'Kingfish' 

Mysterious Liaisons

•Igp he long and short of 
Marlane Meyer’s 
Kingfish (at the Magic 
Theatre) is that the play 
makes a beeline into ideas of 
perception. Meyer’s dramaturgy 
never settles for easy references 
or convenient plot movements, 
and the result is a continually 
revolving set of circumstances 
which never lets her audience 
relax for a moment. 


Sometimes Kingfish seems 
to be about nothing at all. 
However, with its own logic and 
dramatic ennui, this surrealistic 
tragicomedy continually twists 
and spirals with such sharp 
intelligence that by play’s end a 
strategically wrought story has 
played itself out. 

First, there’s the Kingfish of 
the title. For most of the play the 
characters refer to Kingfish as a 
dog, a Doberman pinscher to be

ix days after the astounding 17th Annual 
International Mr. Leather contest in 
Chicago, the quest for International Mr.

exact. Kingfish, we are told, is a trained killer. The 
script doesn’t call for a real killer Doberman 
onstage. Instead, they use a black box with foot 
stool legs and a piece of rope for a tail. But, some¬ 
times, to the characters, Kingfish is not a dog; it’s 
only a box with a piece of rope for a tail. And 
there’s the rub. Is it real or isn’t it? 

The plot concerns Wylie (Robert Ernst), a 
wealthy older gay man who’s recently been 
mugged. Seeking companionship, he invites Hal 
(Sean San Jose Blackman), a young gay hustler 
(who may or may not have been his mugger) to 
live with him. Before long, the duo has seduced 
Hal’s sophisticated friend, Finney (John Balma), 
into living with them as well. What follows is a 
manipulative game of proving just who is the king 
fish of the household. 

In one sense the play tracks the formation and 
disintegration of a family. In another, it’s about 


thoroughly exacted revenge. In yet another, it pre¬ 
sents the gradual self-destruction of an already 
marginalized person. What Kingfish doesn’t pre¬ 
sent is a story that is easy to follow. 

Oddly, playwright Meyer’s scenario is convo¬ 
luted yet complete. It tells a story in a linear fash¬ 
ion but without linear logic: one scene follows 
another in time but not necessarily with any ratio¬ 
nal sense. 

Under Jonathan Moscone’s direction, the high¬ 
ly talented cast perform ably, and it’s not difficult 
to imagine what a wreck this play would be with¬ 
out it. As it is, though, there are times when the 
actors appear to be as clueless about what’s going 
on as the audience. 

Kingfish is indirect, frustrating, but sometimes 
fascinating. It’s the kind of play that requires a few 
long conversations afterward, and even then it 
might still be disappointing for those seeking an 
entertaining distraction. T

He 
endeavors to lure Thomas 
Gibson into deflowering him in 
Love and Human Remains 
(Gibson stars as a disillusioned 
former child star now working 
as a Toronto waiter). In Eclipse 
(a solar eclipse intensifies the 
libidos of ten Canadians - gay, 
straight and bisexual), Ferguson 
turns some older men into emo¬ 
tional wrecks, teasing and tor¬ 
turing them with his nubile 
flesh. 


idi Onodera will 
make her third fest 
visit, this time with 
Skin Deep, a feature 
about a woman making a film 
about tattooing. Onodera caused 
a stir in 1986 with the three-part 
Ten Cents a Dance, which start¬ 
ed a mini-riot at the Roxie after 
some lesbians thought they 
espied a penis. The revolt led to 
a reevaluation of the fest’s 
booking policies. Some may 
find problematic the transgen- 
dered character in Skin Deep 
who becomes obsessed with the 
filmmaker, but Onodera has 
already proven she can take 
audience heat. 

HI t probably won’t get much 
notice, but one of the kooki- 
er works in the “Girls by the 
Bay” program of locally 
produced work is Pamela 
August Russell’s Death of a 
Writer in Two Parts. The first 
part takes place in reverse, start¬ 
ing at the end and peeling itself 
backward. Clever. Russell’s girl¬ 
friend, we’re told, is the multital¬ 
ented Phyllis Christopher.

The ‘Coming Out’ Manual 


Outing Yourself by Michelangelo 
Signorile; Random House, $20 

ichelangelo Signorile garnered fame by 
forcing the unwilling to come out. 
Now, in his latest book. Outing 
Yourself: How to Come Out to Your 
Family, Friends, and Coworkers, he offers count¬ 
less tips on coming out for those willing, but fear¬ 
ful or hesitant. 

In Outing Yourself, Signorile’s unentertaining, 
earnest writing is not psychologically complex 
enough for more mature closet cases, but is per¬ 
fectly pitched at teenagers and twentysomethings. 
They’ll find it the best of all possible coming out 


manuals, if only because it exists, is so level-head¬ 
ed, and is packed with information which could 
benefit even those long out of the closet. Its chap¬ 
ters cover the gamut from coming out to oneself, 
other gays, straight friends, family, coworkers, to, 
finally, not thinking about it at all. Glinda the 
Good’s “Come out, come out, wherever you are” 
may have been more succinct, but holds back on 
the details. Not so Signorile. ▼

Entries From A Hot Pink 
Notebook by Todd D. Brown; 
Washington Square Press, 
$10

odd D. Brown’s fiction 
debut Entries From a 
Hot Pink Notebook is 
perhaps the first book of 
its kind: an optimistic gay com- 
ing-of-age novel accessible to 
teen readers. In my opinion, 
there are two good gay coming- 
of-age novels: Matthew 

Stadler’s Landscape: Memory 
and John Fox’s The Boys On the 
Rock. Both, however, end with 
the death of a gay character, and 
Stadler wrote his book for 
adults. Brown’s book isn’t as 
well-crafted as these two, but it 
says more about being a gay kid 
than either of them. 

Ben Smith is a 14-year-old 
growing up in rural Maine. A 
hot pink notebook is his diary. 
Ben describes his family as 
such: “I’ve got a drunk for a 
father, a basket case for a moth¬ 
er, a dimwit for a brother, and a 
religious fanatic for a grand¬ 
mother. We live in an apartment 
above a gas station.” 

Every day brings new chal¬ 
lenges. Ben is gay. His best girl¬ 
friend puts the make on him. 
The rich kids in his accelerated 
learning program don’t want to 
share their cafeteria table with 
him. Ben’s mother and father 
break up and make up. He 
develops a crush on a male 
teacher, then has a romance 
with a male classmate. He won¬ 
ders if he’ll ever get out of his 
small town. By facing these 
challenges, Ben beats a path 
through his adolescent jungle 
toward a strong sense of self. 

Ben also grapples with sever¬ 



al contemporary social ills, 
including alcoholism, physical 
abuse and religious fundamen¬ 
talism. Crowded together, these 
issues bump into each other but 
never really go anywhere. Ben’s 
alcoholic father, for example, 
comes across as a case study 
rather than a human being. 
Notebook, in general, suffers 
from characterization problems. 

Nonetheless, Notebook is 
compelling. Brown effectively 
conveys the emotional process¬ 
es gay kids go through: falling 
in love, losing your virginity, 
being ridiculed, having your 
heart broken, coming out, mak¬ 
ing gay friends, forgiving stupid 
people of their prejudices. As 
Ben gradually ages and works 
through these processes, he asks 
himself many questions, which, 
in turn, lead to tiny epiphanies. 
Ben learns, and he grows up. 
You grow up right along with 
him. When Ben reaches the end 
of his notebook, a bit older and 
much wiser, he excitedly looks 
forward to his future. So do you. 
▼
